CD 31: Mary Jennings Hegar and 
Christine Eady Mann 

Of four candidates, Dr. Christine Eady 
Mann is running the most explicitly progres¬ 
sive campaign, and decorated veteran Mary 
Jennings “MJ” Hegar might be the most 
electable in this very conservative district. 

CD 21: Derrick Crowe and Elliott McFadden 

That we’ve opted for a dual endorsement 
reflects the strength of several candidates, 
as well as the real possibility that this House 
seat should actually be in play. Voters may 
prefer Crowe for his focus on climate change 
and his Capitol Hill experience; others may 
respond to McFadden’s record of local activ¬ 
ism on health care and transportation (i.e., 
B-cycle), and affordable housing. We also 
acknowledge the considerable institutional 
Democratic support for Joseph Kopser, who 
argues that his entrepreneurship and military 
experience makes him likely to appeal to 
independent and crossover voters.

Lipscombe has prided himself on creative 
forms of adjudication during his seven-year 
tenure, namely his specialty court on Wed¬ 
nesday nights, wherein low-level offenders 
meet with him sans attorney.

Mayor Steve Adler’s “State of the City” 
speech Tuesday night was a fairly subdued 
affair, with little of the razzmatazz of a cou¬ 
ple of its predecessors, one staged at the 
then-new AISD Performing 
Arts Center and another at 
Zachary Scott. A capacity 
crowd in City Council cham¬ 
bers heard the mayor declare 
that “the state of our city is 
stronger than ever.” He 
made it clear, however, that 
he isn’t so certain about the 
state of the country. 

More on that below. In the 
meantime, the occasion 
gave the mayor plenty of 
opportunity to cite statistics celebrating 
Austin’s continuing prosperity and the 
various accomplishments of the mayor 
and Council. The highlights, some 
statistical and some from those ubiquitous 
“Best” lists: 


• 30,000 new jobs in the metro area; 

• Second-lowest unemployment rate in 
the U.S.; 

• Best place to start a small business; 

• “Best place to live 

in America.” 

That last headline should 
be qualified as highly sub¬ 
jective, and dependent upon 
on your particular magazine 
subscriptions. 

There was more of that, 
most of it a little closer to the 
ground, in favor of preserving 
“the spirit and soul of Austin.” 
Along those lines the mayor 
recounted specific 2017 prog¬ 
ress in addressing major city challenges: “traf¬ 
fic, affordability, racial and economic inequal¬ 
ity, homelessness, and climate change.” 

The catalog included: 

• Work funded by the 2016 Mobility Bond - 
improved intersections, corridors, sidewalks; 


• Work on a regional mobility plan this year, 
a collaboration among the city, Cap Metro, 
the Regional Mobility Authority, and 
CAMPO; 

• New affordable housing units (2,000 com¬ 
pleted, 6,300 in progress since 2015); 

• Senior/disabled property tax cuts; various 
programs to assist creative artists; 

• Joint Austin/Travis County workforce 
plan, target of 10,000 job upgrades. 

The State Taketh Away 

And so on. Some are concrete accom¬ 
plishments, some remain aspirational. 
Interestingly, joking that he was “channel¬ 
ing Ross Perot,” on the subject of affordabil¬ 
ity, Adler took a graph-aided detour to 
address a major factor undermining local 
efforts: the “State Property Tax” - his term 
for that portion of AISD property taxes that 
“the state takes and isn’t used to educate 
children in Austin” (aka “recapture”). Over

the last five years (said the bar graphs), of 
an overall $1,408 increase in property taxes 
on median-value homes, $1,023 is due sole¬ 
ly to the increase in state recapture money, 
which leaves AISD (the money available 
for Austin students has actually declined). 

Adler began sounding that alarm during 
last year’s budget deliberations, and he 
and Council are aware that it’s only going 
to get worse this year - the state is now col¬ 
lecting more in property taxes than even 
the city itself. Instead of even attempting 
to fix the broken school funding system, 
Gov. Greg Abbott recently announced his 
intention that the Lege cap local property 
tax increases (without an election) at 2.5%. 
Yet cities are simultaneously expected to 
maintain (and expand) the roads, defend 
public safety, and increasingly, supply all 
the social services that the Legislature 
would rather ignore or underfund. 

Rejecting Fear 

That also helps explain the framing of 
Adler’s speech, which began with a spirited 
introduction by Carlos Gonzalez Gutierrez, 
Austin’s consul general of Mexico, who 
thanked the mayor for the opportunity and 
for his friendship. Gonzalez Gutierrez cited 
Adler’s defense of immigrants, and quoted 
his responses to Mexican questions about the 
new official U.S. policies: “Austin has always 
been an open, plural, and inclusive city for 
newcomers; it has always been that way, and 
it will continue to be that way in the future.” 

In addition to their personal friendship, 
it was apparent that Adler’s choice of the 
consul general was a statement of renewed 
solidarity. Neither mentioned President 
Trump, but the mayor promised, “We will 
not use fear to divide our community.” The 
bulk of the speech was celebratory, but in 
addition to his talk of distorted state priori¬ 
ties, Adler opened and closed with acknowl¬ 
edging the shadows of national political 
divisions that have forced their way into 
every corner of the country. 

“If we’re going to work together,” the 
mayor challenged, “we’re going to have to 
address what can charitably be called a 
gigantic honking mess in our civic life.” 
The mayor explicitly noted the recent fed¬ 
eral indictments charging Russian inter¬ 
ference in the 2016 elections, efforts explic¬ 
itly intended to “exacerbate divisions in 
our country and to increase our distrust of 
our own institutions.” He asked Austinites 
to reject the impulse to “make enemies of 
those that merely have differences of opin¬ 
ion,” and to “reject politics based on dan¬ 
gerous stereotypes and simplifications 
intended to make us scared of one another.” 

If it was odd to hear these cautionary 
notes struck in a speech otherwise devoted 
to the sort of pothole-fixing we normally 
associate with municipal politics, well, it’s 
a very unusual political era. The mayor 
hopes by reiterating “regardless of what 
happens elsewhere, together we will show 
the world what Austin is made of,” that the 
current hurricane of national political reac¬ 
tion can be kept at bay. We can only hope 
he’s right. ■ 


GILES’ SHOOTING DEATH RULED SUICIDE 

New details in the Jan. 26 officer-involved shooting 
on the 4500 block of Avenue G that left Christopher 
Giles dead: Though Austin Police initially said that 
Giles, who drove from Albuquerque, N.M., due to an 
obsession with former Rooster Teeth host Megan 
Turney, was shot and killed by police during an 
exchange of gunfire as he tried to escape from break¬ 
ing into Turney’s house, the Travis County Medical 
Examiner’s preliminary ruling reports that Giles actu¬ 
ally died from a self-inflicted gunshot wound. APD 
Public Information Manager Anna Sabana said the 
department awaits a final written report, but that 
evidence secured at the scene independently supports 
the M.E.’s ruling. - Chase Hoffberger 

THWARTED UNIONS 

In early January the Chronicle caught word of work¬ 
ers at the U.S. Farathane manufacturing plant (820 W. 
Howard) who were trying to unionize with the United 
Automobile Workers. In interviews, two employees 
requesting anonymity described harsh working condi¬ 
tions at the plant, notably scorching indoor tempera¬ 
tures in the summer, short lunch breaks, and a lack of 
sick leave. “When I say hot, the seat of my pants from 
sitting on the fork lift are soaked,” said one. Both were 
eager to unionize, but noted challenges convincing co¬ 
workers to sign up due to fear of retaliation from man¬ 
agement, who in veiled terms have told workers to 
ignore calls from UAW organizers. In addition, the 
company earlier this month announced an across-the- 
board pay increase, citing December’s federal tax cuts. 

Since the bump, however, the UAW has been impos¬ 
sible to reach. Beatriz Lopez, the communications 
specialist it had apparently contracted with, did not 
respond to interview requests. A woman answering the 
phone at the nearest UAW office in Dallas said, “We 
usually don’t do interviews; have a good day,” before 
hanging up. There was no response from the UAW’s 


primary office in Detroit, either. Sources from various 
labor groups in town say the UAW has given up on the 
organizing drive. Says one: “They probably can’t talk 
to you because the efforts have stopped.” - Jack Craver 

ICE RETALIATES AGAINST 
HUTTO DETAINEE? 

After accusing a T. Don Hutto detention center guard 
of sexual abuse, immigrant detainee Laura Monterrosa 
was held in solitary confinement for 60 hours earlier 
this month as an act of retaliation by Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement, according to advocacy group 
Grassroots Leadership, who say Monterrosa was told 
she would not be released until she publicly stated no 
sexual abuse occurred. Adding to criticism over how 
ICE has handled the case, Austin 
City Council Member Greg Casar on 
Tuesday was denied entry to Hutto 
to visit Monterrosa - because he is a 
“public official” who may “talk to 
the media” after the visit. 

Since Monterrosa’s revelation last 
November, ICE and for-profit deten¬ 
tion center managers CoreCivic 
have increased punishment tactics 
with discipline and verbal aggres¬ 
sion. Monterrosa tried to take her 
own life by ingesting 51 pain pills on 
Jan. 11. “I feel very desperate because I tried to report 
the abuse from ICE and facility officials, but they con¬ 
tinue to psychologically abuse me through intimida¬ 
tion,” she said last month. “I do not feel safe or secure. 

I am not receiving the medical treatment or help I 
need.” Two weeks ago, an ICE official identified as 
“Soto” demanded she call Grassroots’ Bethany 
Carson and tell her she would no longer work with 
them; and that if she did not recant her story of sexual 
abuse to the media, she would face solitary confine¬ 
ment indefinitely, the organization claims. 


Responding to the allegations, ICE spokesperson 
Nina Pruneda did not refer to “solitary confinement,” 
but said Monterrosa was taken to a “medical unit” on 
Feb. 9 for “evaluation [and] close observation” after 
staff became aware of a self-reported medical situa¬ 
tion. ICE offered to transfer Monterrosa to another 
facility but she declined the offer, Pruneda said. Carson 
said Monterrosa did not receive substantial medical 
treatment and was instead taken to a secluded room in 
a different part of the facility that ICE and CoreCivic 
“never admit actually exists.” - Mary Tuma 

DEATH WATCH: THOMAS WHITAKER 

The state’s Board of Pardons and Paroles voted 
unnamiously on Tuesday to recommend a commuta¬ 
tion of sentence from death to life in 
prison for Thomas Whitaker, who 
was scheduled for execution this 
evening, Feb. 22, for conspiring to 
kill his brother and parents in 
December of 2003. (His brother and 
mother were killed by a hired gun¬ 
man. His father survived a gunshot 
wound to the chest.) It was the first 
time since 2007 that the board rec¬ 
ommended clemency for a death 
row inmate. 

The recommendation comes on 
the heels of a Request for Commutation filed by 
Austin attorney Keith Hampton last month on behalf 
of Kent Whitaker, Thomas’ father, who since the mur¬ 
ders has urged the state to spare his son from execu¬ 
tion, and pleaded that ending his life would bring no 
form of closure, healing, or justice (see “Quote of the 
Week,” p.16). 

The board’s recommendation now sits on the 
desk of Gov. Greg Abbott, who has until tonight to 
either accept the board’s recommendation or reject 
it outright. - C.H.

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Sick Leave Passes 

AUSTIN’S IS FIRST SUCH ORDINANCE IN THE SOUTH 


At nearly lam last Friday morning, after 
more than five hours of public testimony, 

City Council enacted an ordinance that (as 
of Oct. 1) will require most private business¬ 
es in Austin to provide six to eight days of 
annual paid sick leave to employees. The 
vote was 9-2 (with Ora Houston and Ellen 
Troxclair voting against), enabling passage 
on all three readings. 

Hundreds of people packed Council cham¬ 
bers and the City Hall lobby, and hundreds 
signed up to testify. In overwhelming num¬ 
bers they spoke in favor of the ordinance as 
a matter of necessity, equity, and justice. 
There were also numerous witnesses, includ¬ 


ing many employers or their representatives, 
who opposed the ordinance “as written,” as 
an imposition on employer prerogatives, or 
because they believed the question had not 
been given sufficient public airing or review. 

Although the arguments for and against 
ranged widely through the evening, those 
opposing the ordinance objected to it as an 
unnecessary mandate on employers, as 
potentially endangering the survival of small 
businesses, or as reducing the number of 
local jobs. Supporters argued - most doing 
so from their own working experience - that 
allowing employees sick leave for various 
health and family emergencies means health-

ier workers (and customers), more stable 
families and workplaces, and is simply a mat¬ 
ter of justice. 

There were some amendments to the origi¬ 
nal proposal, generated by previous Council 
discussions, that adjusted the periods of 
education and enforcement, the proportion of 
sick days for large and small businesses, 
and added an annual review of various 
effects. Alison Alter proposed an amend¬ 
ment, unsuccessfully, that would have grant¬ 
ed a year’s exemption to nonprofits. Troxclair 
somewhat bitterly proposed (“I know it’s 
pointless”) an amendment that would have 
exempted what she called “microbusiness¬ 
es” (15 or fewer employees). She was joined 
only by Houston and Pool (Alter abstained). 
Houston was similarly worried about “small 
minority businesses,” acknowledging that her 
opposition would not be receiving “handclaps 
and woo-hoos” from the audience. 

Near the end of the discussion, Public 
Health Director Philip Huang cited the cur¬ 
rently deadly flu season, and reiterated the 
medical position that “it’s clearly good for 
public health to make it easier for sick peo¬ 
ple to stay home when they have the flu,” 
and said the same for food service workers 
when they have gastrointestinal illnesses, or 
employees with chronic medical conditions. 

Greg Casar, who sponsored and promoted 
the ordinance over the last several months 
(with co-sponsors Delia Garza, Ann 
Kitchen, and Kathie Tovo), concluded 
debate by congratulating and thanking the 
“unprecedented coalition” that had support¬ 
ed the ordinance and worked to make it hap¬ 
pen. “Without your organizing,” he told sup¬ 
porters, “this would never have come to 
pass. And without your organizing, we will not 
be able to spread this across the state and 
eventually across this country.”

Texas Republicans Vow 
to Repeal Ordinance 

It was mere hours after the Austin City Council 
voted to pass an ordinance mandating private employ¬ 
ees receive compensation when they’re sick, that 
Texas GOP legislators, on their continued hypocritical 
crusade against local control, sounded their alarms. 
Rep. Paul Workman, R-Austin, held a press confer¬ 
ence at the Capitol on the day after the vote to 
admonish the “liberal” Council for “declaring war” on 
small businesses, and for “trampling on the rights of 
citizens.” Never mind that the governing body that 
passed the measure is democratically elected by the 
citizens of Austin... 

Workman promised to file a bill on the first day of 
the 2019 Lege session that would do away with the 
local ordinance. He said the legislation would have “no 
problem” passing the House and claims to have several 
supporters in the Senate, as well. Count Sen. Donna 
Campbell, R-New Braunfels, among them. She posted 
on Twitter that she’s “fully prepared” to pass statewide 
legislation to “stop Austin’s intrusion into the private 
sector and protect small businesses in Texas.” 

Workman and Campbell’s attacks on Austin ordi¬ 
nances are part of a larger war on progressive munici¬ 
palities from the Lege, which hit an unprecedented 
zenith last session (“Departing From Local Control,” 
June 16,2017). But while Workman voiced confidence 
in getting the anti-sick-pay measure passed, he failed 
at pushing through a bill last session that would have 
repealed Austin’s Fair Chance Hiring ordinance; that 
bill (HB 577) didn’t see a House vote. Workman has 
vowed to bring that one back to the table next session, 
as well.

Cronk: “Engagement and Transparency” 


In his first City Council meeting Feb. 15, new City Manag¬ 
er Spencer Cronk got a bit of baptism by fire - or at least, 
by intensity, as the session lasted past midnight and featured 
several prolonged, contentious debates, culminating in a five- 
hour finale over the proposed paid sick leave ordinance (“It’s 
About Damn Time,” Feb. 19). Several witnesses welcomed 
him to Austin, and one - frequent Council kibitzer Gus Pena 
- added, “Welcome to combat.” 

Pena is a proud military veteran, so presumably he knows 
whereof he speaks. But on first impression, the city’s new 
executive-in-chief seems uncombative and unflappable. In a 
Tuesday morning meet-and-greet with City Hall reporters, 
Cronk was affable, outgoing, and keeping his early policy 
cards very much close to his vest. He said he was still learn¬ 
ing, as rapidly as he can, and emphasized engagement with 
“policymakers, city staff, and community,” before he recom¬ 
mends or takes major managerial actions. 

That kept the conversation light, despite a Monday police 
incident that ended in the fatal shooting of a hijacking sus¬ 
pect (see “Headlines,” p.16). Asked about that incident in 


relation to his experience working with Minneapolis and 
Minnesota police, Cronk said only, “You have to take each sit¬ 
uation on its own.” He declined to discuss any potential 
aspects of the upcoming renewed meet-and-confer negotia¬ 
tions with the Austin Police Association. Asked about any 
Minneapolis parallels in police accountability structures, he 
said only that the city does have “the equivalent” of what has 
been the Austin Office of the Police Monitor. 

Cronk said he was impressed with the apparent level of 
community engagement represented by last week’s Council 
meeting, but added that he wants to make certain that all 
elements of the community take part in public policy, espe¬ 
cially those residents who might be missed at public meet¬ 
ings or through the usual channels. He wants to engage “a 
broad range of stakeholders” and “ensure that all voices 
are raised up.” He said he would be asking three questions 
of city staffers as well as Austin residents: “As the city 
continues to grow, what needs to be retained, what needs 
to change? What advice do you have for me? What gives 
you hope?” 


Cronk said he was learning about City Hall and Austin as 
quickly as possible, and beginning to assemble an informal 
“kitchen cabinet” of various voices and advisers. He declined 
to put a timetable on official appointments - many depart¬ 
ment heads have moved on since the 2016 departure of his 
predecessor Marc Ott, and many major positions remain 
“interim” - saying that he wants to take sufficient time to be 
certain he’ll make the right choices. 

In that vein, he asked several times for patience while he 
takes on the learning curve, saying that he’s conscious of 
coming to Austin as “an outsider,” and wants to make certain 
that he frames his approach to the new job “grounded in the 
city of Austin, with its residents.” He said he’s aware that he’ll 
have to begin ranking levels of importance, because “when 
everything’s a priority, nothing’s a priority.” 

“I am here to learn,” Cronk said, and to design a framework for 
action “in the unique spirit of Austin.” When asked about his 
understanding of the distinction of Austin, within Texas, on LGBTQ 
issues - Cronk is openly gay, and married - he answered, “I am 
thrilled to be in a community that embraces all perspectives. ... I 
am proud, as a gay man, to be able to enter this space and 
reflect on the opportunities I have been given, and I want to open 
doors to everyone else to be at the table.” - M.K.

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Eighth grader DaVont’e Murray was in 
Spanish class at Clint Small Middle School 
when School Resource Officer Mike 
Zardiackas asked him to step outside. It 
was Oct. 5, 2017, and DaVont’e had only 
been at Small for a few weeks. He said he 
had no idea why he was in trouble when 
Zardiackas summoned him. 

The two parties offer conflicting accounts 
of what happened next. In a police report 
filed that day, Zardiackas says he and 
Officer Joseph Manor took DaVont’e “out¬ 
side the view of other students” and put 
him into handcuffs. He assured in an email 
to DaVont’e’s aunt, LaTisha Anderson, one 
week later that he “had the opportunity” 
and “chose” to relocate DaVont’e to an area 
“out of view of students/staff prior to being 
handcuffed to avoid any unnecessary 
embarrassment.” DaVont’e, however, said 
the classroom door has a big window, and 
he felt like his classmates could still see 
him. Months later, he said that he has been 
able to move on. “Some people have forgot¬ 
ten about it, so it’s easier for me to talk to 
people now,” he said. “It’s been easier, mak¬ 
ing friends, and the teachers don’t look at 
me differently now.” 

Zardiackas’ report cited the account of a 
white female classmate who had told school 
administrators that morning that one week 
before she had heard DaVont’e joking with 
a friend about having a gun stored in his 
locker. But DaVont’e said that never hap¬ 
pened, and just prior to pulling him from 
class, Zardiackas had gone to the locker 
room with Assistant Principal David 
Sammon, where athletic coaches helped 
them cut off the personal lock to DaVont’e’s 
locker. Zardiackas wrote that he found it 
“empty.” A search of DaVont’e’s backpack

and person after he’d been cuffed also came 
up with no gun. 

Upset about what had happened to her 
nephew and unsatisfied with the school’s 
response, Anderson attended the Oct. 23 
meeting of the AISD Board of Trustees. She 
wanted to know why there 
were no repercussions for 
students making false 
accusations. “I’m calling a 
spade a spade,” she said. 

“I’m saying it was racism. 

I know it was.” 

DaVont’e, who is 
African-American, had 
previously attended Gus 
Garcia Young Men’s 
Leadership Academy in 
East Austin, which has an 
African-American student 
population of 28% and a 
white population of 2.4%. 

Small’s student body is 
4.4% African-American 
and 47% white. The schools 
run on opposite sides of 
the disciplinary spectrum. 

During the second six- 
week period of the 2017-18 
school year, Garcia had the 
most home suspensions 
among district middle 
schools and the third 
most in-school suspen¬ 
sions, while Small had one 
of the lowest suspension rates. Pamela 
Murray, DaVont’e’s mother, said she wanted 
to transfer him so he could have a better 
learning experience - and DaVont’e remains 
grateful to be at Small. The classes are 
smaller, programming that was only offered 
afterschool at Garcia is now built into the 
curriculum, and the food tastes “much bet¬ 
ter.” He also does not have to worry about 
the drug and gang activity he saw at Garcia. 
“All the teachers that I have believe I can be 
something and do something with my life,” 
he said. 


Last year, AISD began implementing an 
African-American Achievement Plan to 

devote extra attention to its African-Amer¬ 
ican students. The initiative was prompted 
by a 2012 report from the Texas Civil 
Rights Project that highlighted the dispar¬ 
ity in academic success among African- 
Americans in the district. For the 2016-17 
school year, the biggest gaps on the STAAR 
tests for reading and math among mea¬ 
sured demographics were between African- 
American and white students. Gilbert 
Hicks, AISD’s lead for the plan, said that to

minimize classroom exclusions for African- 
Americans, the district has doubled down 
on its social-emotional learning model for 
those students; performs regular check-ins 
with principals; and also uses “restorative 
practices” to give students a way to clear 
their record. This summer, Hicks and his 
team will review disciplinary data to evalu¬ 
ate the effectiveness of those strategies. 
Notably, the data that the administration 
collects on students’ interactions with 
AISD police will not be included in the 
plan’s evaluation. 


There is no established criteria that dic¬ 
tates when a student should or should not 
be handcuffed. Interim Chief Chris Evoy 
said it’s important that school officers 
maintain a level of professional discretion. 
AISD officers undergo extensive special¬ 
ized training, including on racial profiling, 
and coordinate with the administration on 
cultural diversity training. School resource 
officers give regular presentations to stu¬ 
dents and staff, and one of the resources 
they discuss is Capital Area Crime 
Stoppers, which students can call to anon¬ 
ymously report anything, 
from bullying to concern 
over a weapon. While the 
presentations inform stu¬ 
dents that they can call to 
report being subjected to 
racial discrimination, 
racial bias on the part of 
the student making the 
call is not covered. AISDPD 
has not been involved in 
the rollout of the African- 
American Achievement 
Plan, and in general play a 
more supportive role to the 
administration. Evoy said 
they are always willing to 
h do more: “If there’s some- 
| thing that we can do better, 
3 then let’s do it better. Why 
5 not? Whatever the police 
department can do collab- 
oratively with our school 
district to enhance the 
education for students, 
let’s do it.” 

Yet even as the school 
district works to address 
the problem, it is losing 
African-American students. Over the past 
decade, the African-American population 
has dropped from 10% of the student body 
to 6.9%, according to enrollment records. 
Murray believes the district must scruti¬ 
nize AISDPD’s interactions with students 
of color in order to keep that number from 
dropping any lower. “I just really think they 
need to look at how they treat kids east” of 
1-35, she said. “If it had happened to a white 
kid, I don’t think that white kid would have 
been handcuffed.”

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There’s the Corridor 

BIG MONEY FOR BIG ROADS 


PROPOSED CORRIDOR CONSTRUCTION PROGRAM

Before Election Day in 2016, when the 
$720 million Mobility Bond was still but a 
glint in Mayor Steve Adler’s eye, questions 
were already mounting about how city staff 
would allocate and actually put to use such 
a significant amount of money The cash is 
divided into three pots; the largest being 
$482 million for both revamping nine of the 
city’s major thoroughfares and conducting 
preliminary engineering and design work 
on eight other stretches of road. Spread 
throughout the city, the nine corridors rep¬ 
resented five years of study and community 
engagement. But that work found that the 
projects would need roughly $1.4 billion to 
complete, which the bond package wouldn’t 
come close to fulfilling. So how would staff 
decide what to prioritize? 

The city’s Corridor Program Office, cre¬ 
ated to oversee implementation, has help in 
that arena from the “contract with voters” 
that City Council approved before the bond 
election. The legally binding document 
serves as a guide for staff, and promised 
that staff would, by implementing the 
funds, prioritize congestion, multi-modal 
transportation service, connectivity, and 
transit service. Beyond that, the project is 
guided by a slate of “community consider¬ 
ations,” including preservation and devel¬ 
opment of affordable housing, preservation 
of local business, mixed-income housing, 
and pedestrian access and safety. 

If that all sounds like a lot of consultant 
speak, you’re not alone - but those princi¬ 
ples are what resulted in the proposed Cor¬ 
ridor Construction Program that Council 
will review next month. The program lays 
out the nitty-gritty: things like where to 
place new pedestrian hybrid beacons or 
bike lanes, or which traffic signals need 
improvements. Sara Behunek, the CPO’s 


public information spe¬ 
cialist, noted that the 
improvements span the 
entire length of the corri¬ 
dors. “These huge swaths 
of very important road¬ 
ways for people using all 
modes of transportation,” 
she said, “I think there’s 
really a lot there for peo¬ 
ple to like.” 

The effort took work 
on the part of at least 30 
staffers working at a 
breakneck speed for 
much of the last year, 
through weekends and 
even traditionally 
observed holidays. The 
Transportation Depart¬ 
ment, Watershed Protec¬ 
tion Department, Plan¬ 
ning and Zoning Depart¬ 
ment, and Austin Energy 
all contributed to the 
work. Staff estimates 
that the improvements 
suggested in the report 
should reduce the aver¬ 
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age delay times for vehi¬ 
cles by 25%, bring the 
city’s crash rate down by 15%, and address 
13 of the city’s most dangerous intersec¬ 
tions. The city is also trying to get the miss¬ 
ing billion dollars funded through grants 
and partnerships with other entities such 
as TxDOT. 

Despite those initial numbers, local 
transportation and safety advocates have 
mixed opinions about the proposal. Urban 
planner and Vision Zero ATX member 
Heyden Black Walker told me that while 


the elements it puts into place are impor¬ 
tant, the plan doesn’t call for the complete 
overhaul these “deadly” streets truly 
require. She acknowledged there remains a 
lot of work for staff to do filling in the ini¬ 
tial proposal, but believes too much of the 
status quo will remain after the work is 
done. Rather than make surface-level 
changes to streets that were built specifi¬ 
cally for cars, Walker hoped for an approach 
that would fundamentally change how 
roads serve all travelers. She referenced 
the city’s contract with voters, which 
emphasizes pedestrian safety and a holistic 
approach to transit. “To me, we’ve got to 
keep going back to that core value state¬ 
ment, and we can’t let engineering design 
standards override that,” she said. 
“Especially when, in my opinion, some of 
those standards are outdated. I think we 
should do what we said we’re going to do.” 

Walker said she’s particularly concerned 
about the city’s current 40 mile-per-hour 
design speed for the corridors. Vision Zero 
estimates that a pedestrian hit at that speed 
has a roughly 10% chance of survival. 
Designing roads with those speeds wastes 
an opportunity to improve on those bleak 
odds. As Walker’s fellow transportation 
advocate Jay Blazek Crossley put it, “It’d 
be a disaster to spend $400 million on 
unsafe roads.” 

Those weren’t the only questions raised 
about the proposal. Local urbanist group 
AURA started a petition to demand dedi¬ 
cated transit lanes on Guadalupe. Those 
lanes are included in the Guadalupe 


Corridor Improvement Program, released 
last December, but didn’t make it into this 
round of the implementation process due to 
funding constraints. “With so much data 
and so many plans calling for extended 
transit priority on Guadalupe, AURA was 
disappointed to see that the Draft Corridor 
Construction Plan, which will determine 
how funds from the 2016 Mobility Bond are 
spent, does not include transit priority lanes 
along the Drag, other than a small contra¬ 
flow section between 18th Street and MLK,” 
reads the petition. Board chair Susan 
Somers said the group expects Capital 
Metro’s sweeping plan for high-capacity 
transit in Austin (Project Connect) to rec¬ 
ommend the Guadalupe lanes. If that’s the 
case, AURA has a hard time understanding 
why they aren’t a priority. “So are they 
really coordinating?” she asked rhetorically. 
“It’s hard to tell. Will Project Connect come 
out and then they rework everything 
they’ve talked about? I don’t know. But it 
starts to make me feel uneasy.” 

City Council will consider the proposal 
next month. In the meantime, the CPO is 
making the rounds on various city commis¬ 
sions, including a Feb. 27 appearance before 
the Hispanic/Latino Quality of Life 
Resource Advisory Commission. If Council 
gives it the OK next month, staff will con¬ 
tinue the implementation process, which 
they hope to have completed within eight 
years. - Nina Hernandez

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Police: Special Pay Benefits Back, 
Contract Negotiations Coming Soon 


After a confusing bit of parliamentary gymnastics, City 
Council last week approved a pair of amendments directing 
the city manager to resume meet-and-confer negotiations 
with the Austin Police Association, and also restoring 
most of the special pay provisions officers lost when union 
membership voted against extending the old contract back 
in December. Though police interests praised the action, the 
city’s activist community left the meeting on Thursday feel¬ 
ing like Council had forgotten the voices that only two 
months ago called for a new approach to public safety 
spending. At the tail-end of talks, Grassroots Leadership 
organizer Chris Harris summed up 
the afternoon: “We’re banging our 
heads against a wall.” 

The new language enshrines cer¬ 
tificate, education incentive, shift 
differential, court time, mental 
health, and bilingual pay (in addition 
to a small clothing allowance) into 
city ordinance, as each appeared in 
the last contract, but leaves out 
longevity and field training incen¬ 
tives. (Those two are already in 
ordinance and will stay at those 
base funding levels.) During public 
hearing, Council heard from APD officers forced to adjust to 
losing benefits. Officer Albino Cadenas, a member of the 
APA’s negotiating team, said the loss of his bilingual, shift dif¬ 
ferential, and mental health pay amounted to $850 per 
month. He said many of his colleagues were being forced to 
make tough decisions to continue paying their bills; he had to 
spend more hours away from his wife and toddler working to 
make up the difference. 

Activists countered with their own financial argument. 

Austin Justice Coalition founder Chas Moore, wearing a 
sweatshirt that read “Basic Math,” reminded Council of the 
coalition that filled City Hall in December, asking Council to 


spend less on police and more on other public safety initia¬ 
tives. While not necessarily opposed to the idea of specialty 
pay, Moore said the money could be spent in a better way. 
“We talked about saving up and freeing up some money so 
we can actually apply money to other areas of public safety, 
whether it be DNA lab or forensics or some of the other 
things that community members had concern about,” Moore 
said. “Yet here we are ...” 

Harris was more blunt, asking why Council would restore 
funding when union membership could’ve agreed to an exten¬ 
sion in December. “Three weeks ago, Bryan Richter, the offi¬ 
cer that brutalized Breaion King, 
was finally fired after another brutal 
arrest,” he said. “This is a force 
that still employs Patrick Spradlin, 
the officer who made blatantly rac¬ 
ist remarks to King in the back of

Chas Moore c Despite those arguments, coun¬ 

cil members expressed concern 
about the impacts on officers and ultimately approved both 
resolutions. Negotiators will be tasked with increasing field 
training and longevity in the next round of bargaining. APA 
President Ken Casaday expressed satisfaction in the results 
and indicated that the union will be ready to go back to the 
table as soon as Council gives them a date. As that hap¬ 
pens, the activist coalition will continue its work on a plan to 
overhaul the oversight process with an independent com¬ 
plaint system. “We’d like to see a chance for something like 
it to get off the ground and see what it can do,” Harris said. 
“And then see how it could be strengthened, potentially, via 
contract or some other method.” - Nina Hernandez 




Champion Act 3? 

City Council voted for the second time to approve an 
amendment to the settlement agreement governing the 
Champion Tract 3 last Thursday, closing another chapter in 
the long saga of the hotly debated Northwest Austin property. 
The amendment, which exchanges existing entitlements for 
other environmental waivers and variances that some area 
residents oppose, was first approved in 
November of 2016. But a lawsuit from four of 
those residents - formed together as the 
Lake Austin Collective - alleging violations 
of the Texas Open Meetings Act, got Council’s 
approval voided in district court, and sent 
back to the dais for a second consideration. 

Only Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo changed her 
vote, siding against the proposal last 
Thursday, citing a deeper analysis of environ¬ 
mental concerns for the 45-acre tract. 

But just as soon as Council approved the amendment, LAC 
was busy putting out the word that ownership of the tract may 
soon change hands, to someone who intends to develop the land 
in a way that the group believes would be more friendly to the 
environment and pose fewer threats to public safety. Entrepreneur 
Jonathan Coon, who already owns 145 acres near the tract, 
confirmed on Saturday that he has signed an option agreement 
with Slate Real Estate Partners, the tract’s current owner. 

Coon, the founder and former CEO of 1-800-C0NTACTS, is 
already planning to build a series of homes on his current 


acreage, known as the Camelback tract, but intends to 
leave more green space than required under the PUD rules 
that apply, and to build a lakefront park. He said he’ll seek to 
extend the PUD to encompass the Champion tract, and build 
a senior living facility on that site. At 120,000 square feet, 
the facility would be smaller in scope than Slate’s previously 
planned apartments, and should reduce the amount of gener¬ 
ated traffic. He said his agreement with Slate gives him until 
Sept. 1 to get approvals from the city for his plans on both 
tracts before the purchase would become 
final. He emphasized his intention to continue 
working with the neighbors to achieve a posi¬ 
tive outcome. “We are all partners now for 
the next six months trying to get the com¬ 
bined package done with the city,” he said. 

Slate founding principal Mark Stevenson 
expressed a similar spirit of cooperation, 
despite what has been a bitter history with 
the project. “We are in a joint effort moving 
forward,” he said. “We are providing [Coon] our engineers, 
architects, legal expertise. Anything we know or that we have 
at our disposal, we are assisting” Coon. While Stevenson 
said his firm would ultimately achieve less profit should the 
sale go through, he said the goodwill of doing it this way 
would be worth it. “We do like the idea that this is a solution 
that makes more people comfortable,” he said. “We have 
more development to do in Austin and have no interest in 
having [sic] a bad taste with anyone.” He said Slate will con¬ 
tinue on with its original plan for the tract should the deal 
with Coon fall through. - Margaret Nicklas 



Election Notes 

Saying “we need a steady hand at 
the helm of the Travis County 
Democratic Party,” state Rep. Eddie 
Rodriguez released a statement this 
week supporting Anne Wynne for 
TCDP Chair. Other members of the 
Central Texas delegation supporting 
Wynne include Sen. Kirk Watson, 

Rep. Donna Howard, Rep. Celia Israel, and Rep. Gina 
Hinojosa. Her opponent, Dyana Limon-Mercado, counts sev¬ 
eral local officials among her supporters: Council Members 
Delia Garza and Pio Renteria, County Commissioner Jeff 
Travillion, and former Council Member and mayor Gus Garcia. 
(M.K.) ... U.S. Rep. Roger Williams was recently granted a 
“True Blue Award” from the Family Research Council, for his 
steadfast defense of “Family, Faith, and Freedom.” The FRC is 
designated a Hate Group by the Southern Poverty Law Center 
(particularly for its anti-LGBT activities). Julie Oliver, a 
Democratic candidate in Williams’ CD 25, responded via state¬ 
ment: “These may be your ideals, Congressman Williams, but 
they are not ours. I look forward to the day we return Congress 
to the hands of the decent majority.” (M.K.) ... While the 
Texas AFL-CIO’s political arm initially declined to endorse 
U.S. Senate candidate Rep. Beto O’Rourke, D-EI Paso, after 
he failed to show up to their state convention due to schedul¬ 
ing conflicts, they’ve since come around. President Rick Levy 
attributed the switch to O’Rourke’s dedication to talking to 
members and answering “tough questions” about key issues 
for working people. “His answers to those questions, as well 
as his strong labor voting record, have demonstrated that he 
shares our priorities and values,” said Levy. (M.T.) ... 
Democratic gubernatorial candidate Lupe Valdez has finally 
hired a campaign manager: Bill Romjue, a longtime Dem 
strategist. Romjue helped lead U.S. Sen. Doug Jones to vic¬ 
tory over Roy Moore in Alabama and worked on seven presi¬ 
dential campaigns, including Joe Biden’s in 2008. In other 
Valdez news, she appears to be leading in the primaries, 
according to the latest poll from UT and the Texas Tribune. 
Valdez had support from 43% of likely primary voters, while 
her main primary challenger, Andrew White, claimed 24%. 
(M.T.) ... The race for the 331st District Court was already 
hot, and last week boiled over when word got out that 
Chantal Eldridge, a defense attorney challenging David 
Crain, employs a registered sex offender. Eldridge announced 
the news on Feb. 12, knowing it would be raised by Crain’s 
campaign. The staffer, John Zamarripa, sexually assaulted a 
14-year-old family member in 1990, but Eldridge says she 
employs him because of her stance on rehabilitation. 
(Zamarripa, who also worked on Mike Martinez’s mayoral 
campaign in 2014, completed 10 years of deferred adjudica¬ 
tion. Eldridge says he’s “met every condition required of him 
of the last 27 years.”) A flier paid for by “Friends of Judge 
David Crain” warns voters that Zamarripa has an outstanding 
misdemeanor assault by physical contact charge, which his 
attorney Charlie Baird called frivolous. Keep an eye on the 
Chronicle's Daily News for the full story. (N.H.) 



Central Health: “Well-Functioning” 

Last week, Central Health received the results of a “performance 
review” study commissioned last year and delivered by health care 
consultants Germane Solutions. Overall, the study concluded that 
Central Health is “a well-functioning hospital district that compares 
favorably to similar systems across the country.” It noted that there 
are performance areas needing improvement, several of which the 
agency has already begun to address: supplying additional specialty 
care to underserved communities, better public communication about 
the agency’s functions, some changes in governance (e.g., term limits 
for board members), and diversifying funding sources (e.g., through 
grants and philanthropy).

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A conversation alfresco with a pas¬ 
sionate birder is likely to be inter¬ 
rupted by the birds nearby Jane 
Tillman, a master naturalist and one such 
birder, will often break mid-sentence, mid¬ 
phrase, even mid-word, at the sight or 
sound of a bird. When this happens, she 
may abruptly lean back, hand shoved into 
her back pocket to brace herself, as she 
points her hat brim to the sky and scans for 
what she has just heard or sighted. 

I met Tillman early one cold morning in 
mid-December for the Austin Christmas 
Bird Count. She was our group leader and 
that much was evident upon arriving at our 
meeting point - the H-E-B parking lot on 
East William Cannon. It was 7am, and we 
were there to count the grackles. You know 
the grackles; they dot telephone wires 
around town and their large flocks some¬ 
times perform arabesques across the sky. 
You might mistake them for crows, but they 
are not. Counting the grackles is kind of a 
joke to the birders, but not completely. Just 
before sunrise, the inky birds are relatively 
still around the parking lot. Our group esti¬ 
mated how many per wire, performed some 
quick multiplication, added in others in the 
sky and just beyond the lot, always aware of 
our group’s boundaries, to account for 
about 3,500 grackles. This total went into 
our official tally. 

Every year around the holidays, small 
groups of volunteers count the grackles and 
any other birds they see in participation 
with this international citizen science proj¬ 
ect, sponsored by the National Audubon 
Society. Originally conceived at the onset of 
the 20th century, the Christmas Bird Count 
is an adaptation of a much older avian tradi¬ 
tion. Previously, hunters would engage in a 
competitive bird hunt around the holidays, 
aiming to bring in the most feathered kills. 
Then ornithologist Frank M. Chapman had 
the wild thought: Instead of shooting the 
birds, why not count them? Since 1900, 
birders have done just that, and the results 
have provided remarkably extensive sets of 
data on bird populations. This data has 
been used to study long-term developments 
of migratory patterns and population 
trends. Ecologists frequently point to the 
unique advantage the data sets from hobby¬ 
ist birders provide in tracking wildlife 
response to habitat loss and climate change. 

Prank La Sorte, an ecologist at the Cornell 
Lab of Ornithology, regularly uses citizen 
science data in his research on birds and 
climate change. “Birds are easy to observe, 
and you have this large community of peo¬ 
ple who enjoy observing birds,” he says. 
“So, we get a wealth of data. Birds are the 
best-studied taxon or group of species in 
the world. 

“Another thing is they’re highly mobile. 
So, if there’s a change in environment, a 
change in land cover, a change in tempera¬ 
ture, precipitation, birds can move to 
accommodate that. So, they’re very useful 
for scientists. Information has been gath¬ 
ered across time, so we can chart that data.” 

Well, what are the birds telling us? It 
depends on the species. “You have birds 
that are resident birds, that are here year- 


round; birds that are short-distance 
migrants, they’ll move from Canada to the 
United States or Mexico; and birds that are 
long-distance migrants, they’ll move from 
Canada all the way down to South America,” 
says La Sorte. “And each of those birds are 
functioning under a different set of param¬ 
eters across the year, and they have cues 
that tell them when to do certain activities, 
and as the climate changes, each group is 
responding.” The annual count tries to sys¬ 
tematically record them all. 


THE EARLY BIRDS 

After the grackles, we embarked on the 
rest of the count in earnest, packing into 
vehicles bound for Kendra Page Park. I 
joined Tillman and Skip Mencio, who’d 
recently retired from computer software 
work and has been birding since his first 
bird watching experience at a count, many 
years ago. “I liked being out¬ 
side,” said Mencio. “I was a 
zoology major in college, 
and the guy who sat across 
the aisle from me on a cubi¬ 
cle farm invited me on a 
Christmas Bird Count. Then 
I started a little bit here, a 
little there. It’s a great and 
inexpensive hobby. After you’ve got the 
binoculars, it’s just a matter of getting up 
early in the morning.” 

Birders are early risers. They are also 
astute observers. Excellent describers, bird¬ 
ers are able to specify exactly which shade of 
brown plumage they saw; where on the body 
to find a stray identifying marker; where 
along the tree line to point your binoculars; 
and the distinction between one bird’s caw 
and another’s chatter. They are also awfully 


hardy. The temperature stayed in the 40s all 
day, and once the thick woolen blanket of 
clouds overhead finally began to seep rain in 
the early afternoon, it didn’t stop. My jacket 
did little to keep out the wet, and lifting bin¬ 
oculars quickly became futile, as droplets 
obscured the lenses. That didn’t stop the mis¬ 
sion: That day, we were to tally birds sighted 
within our designated area - Area 11 of 13 
areas - and so we stuck with the program. 

Our next stop was Onion Creek Park, still 
the morning. Tillman introduced the area: 


“This is the old flood plain. So they’ve 
closed it off and they’re buying up people’s 
houses, and it’s turned it into this nice, 
open sp- hey, look therel ” 

A hawk swooped by and landed on a 
stump. “That’s a nice look. It’s a red-tail. It’s 
a young one. It’s got a yellow eye.” 

Mencio noted how the hawk bore stripes 
on its tail. 

“Yeah, but it’s got a red 
tail,” said Tillman. “It’s not a 
red-shouldered, which is 
what you’re thinking, 
maybe. He’s got a belly band. 
You don’t think so?” 

“I’m not so familiar with 
the younger ones.” 

We entered a red-tailed hawk into our tally. 

MAN-MADE PROBLEMS 

Dr. Camille Parmesan studies wildlife 
response to climate change from her 
research and teaching positions at the 
University of Texas and Plymouth 
University in the UK. She focuses primarily 
on butterflies, but is well-versed on how 
these effects may be and are extending into 
bird populations. 


“The trouble with humans driving cli¬ 
mate change is it’s not that we have 0.8 
degrees centigrade of warming, and then 
it staying there,” she said. “It’s constantly 
changing. That’s one of the most difficult 
things for wild species, is that their target 
is constantly changing. So maybe they can 
adapt even quite rapidly. But if the cli¬ 
mate is changing faster than they can 
adapt, then they’re never again going to 
evolve to be in sync with the maximum 
number of resources. And that is one of 
the big conservation problems, that it’s a 
moving target.” 

The National Climate Assessment, pub¬ 
lished in 2014, summarizes the current and 
predicted effects of climate change across 
the United States. The report goes into 
detail on regional threats, one of which is 
storms on the Texas Gulf: “Texas’ Gulf 
Coast averages about three tropical storms 
or hurricanes every four years, generating 
coastal storm surge and sometimes bring¬ 
ing heavy rainfall and damaging winds 
hundreds of miles inland. The expected rise 
in sea level will result in the potential for 
greater damage from storm surge along the 
Gulf Coast of Texas.” 

Since 2014, Texas has seen seven tropical 
storms or hurricanes, most recently the 
Category 4 Hurricane Harvey, whose dam¬ 
age is still being measured and processed. 
In late August last year, the storm drenched 
the Gulf region. The National Weather 
Surface added two new colors to its rain 
index. The cataclysmic event was unignor- 
able and scientific consensus ascribed the 
severity of its violence to anthropogenic, or 
human-originating, climate change. 

“It’s not like wildlife hasn’t dealt with 
extreme events before; of course they have,” 
Parmesan explained when I asked her 
about the effects of such events. “But you 
normally have several years or even decades 
in between these extreme events, so you 
allow those numbers to recover. Then you 
get hit again, but by then the population is 
high enough that you’re not causing the 
population to go extinct. But as these events 
get more and more frequent, you don’t get 
the recovery time, and then the populations 
have a much higher likelihood of going 
extinct rather than just their numbers 
going down.” 

Following Harvey, the species tallies at 
counts along the coast were unsurprisingly 
down. The storm had indiscriminately 
flooded and destroyed lives and homes, 
local wildlife not excluded. Salt marshes 
were flushed with rainwater, trees where 
songbirds gathered were demolished, and 
coastal habitats were eroded. The Port 
Aransas boardwalk where the local CBC 
group typically gathers was wiped out, 
something Mencio recalled seeing on a 
recent visit to the coast as we settled in for 
lunch during the count. 

“Down at the coast, just the reports 
they’re seeing now, the number of species is 
down, but also the number of individual 
common species, resident species is down, 
which is kind of ... so, they got killed,” Till¬ 
man concluded. “A lot of birds got killed.”

Birds Fly North 

Reports on a changing climate, from our friends up in the sky

Ken Zaslow, a retiree and regular CBC 
participant, chimed in, noting the delicate 
balance of plants, water, and wildlife that 
mesh together to create a healthy ecosys¬ 
tem. “If the trees are killed, say by salt 
water,” he said, “that will affect birds that 
stop there on migration. Resident birds, 
they need a place, a habitat.” 

Tillman agreed: “I imagine some things 
are going to be favored and others, if the 
trees are destroyed, like your egrets need 
trees to have their nests, and if that’s 
destroyed and they have to breed on the 
ground, then ...” She ladled some soup 
into her spoon and considered other 
effects of the storm, whether or not 
encroachment of saltwater in freshwater 
marshes would be a problem. “In the old 
days, you had places for them to move, 
but now ...” 

“We’re so built up,” interrupted Jackie 
O’Keefe, a ponytailed native plant enthusi¬ 
ast. Tillman nodded. “We’re so built up, you 
know, they don’t have enough room to 
roam. It’s not a very good future for birds 
and other wildlife, I don’t think.” 

CONSIDER THE WARBLER 

The study of the delicate balance of all 
the components in an ecosystem and the 
ways that balance is mapped onto the cli¬ 
mate and seasons is called phenology. It’s 
an important part of what both Parmesan 
and La Sorte study, and it has been dis¬ 
rupted by climate change. Birds lay their 
eggs in spring, and they do so on a timeline 
evolved to have the most food available for 
their brood, be they bugs or seeds or what¬ 
ever. Their food also operates on a seasonal 
timeline, hatching or producing seeds in 
the spring. But this timing is getting dis¬ 
rupted and the synchrony lost. Without a 
stabilized seasonal calendar ensuring the 
availability of resources necessary to suc¬ 


cessfully reproduce, birds and other wildlife 
populations are at risk. 

Another change in the annual routine of 
birds is the shift in their range. Birds and 
wildlife in general are documented as mov¬ 
ing poleward and upward (in elevation) in 
patterns corresponding to global warming. 

“Individual birds are not saying to 
themselves, ‘Oh gee, it’s a little warmer, I 
can go a little further north than I usually 
go,”’ Parmesan said of this phenomenon. 
“They’re going back to the same place 
they’ve always gone. It’s the accident or 
maybe the occasional good weather spell 
that leads them to go somewhere new, 
and if it turns out that - as we’ve been 
getting climate change - that somewhere 
new is becoming more suitable, you’ve 
got the accidental pair that ends up fur¬ 
ther north, if they breed and 
that breeding is successful, 
then their offspring are trained 
in that new place, and they’re 
more likely to go back to that 
spot a little further north. It’s a 
slow process. So, to be finding, at this 
point, that about 50 percent of species 
have moved poleward, it’s sort of a sur¬ 
prisingly high number.” 

The naturalists at the Bird Count were 
aware of the results of the research their 
data entry serves. They have observed the 
trends themselves over time, noting the 
increased presence of birds previously 
uncommon to the area, like the white¬ 
winged dove, which was historically more 
restricted in summer range to the Sonoran 
Desert, and the Eurasian collared dove, 
whose range has expanded from Florida to 
much of the contiguous United States. 
They have also noted the earlier arrival of 
other migratory birds to their winter homes 
here, like the rare and endangered golden¬ 
cheeked warbler, whose winter habitat is 
limited to within Texas. Both observations 


are in keeping with expectations of an 
overall warming climate, one that arrives 
at spring earlier and sustains warmer tem¬ 
peratures throughout the year. 

Over a sandwich, Zaslow remarked, “The 
data shows that the range of birds has 
changed. Birds that normally wouldn’t go 
north, their range is extending further north 
because of climate change. Also, bird migra¬ 
tion - are birds migrating earlier or ...?” 

“I think it’s kind of hard to say,” Tillman 
responded. “I know golden-cheeked war¬ 
blers seem to be coming back earlier. Last 
year the Christmas Bird Counts were show¬ 
ing some birds are wintering further north, 
yeah, and of course we have a lot of birds 
that used to be South Texas birds and 
they’re coming into Central Texas and 
they’re here all the time, you know.” 

O’Keefe noted a change last 
fall. “We had great South Texas 
butterflies here! A lot of the 
plants are getting out of sync 
as well, in terms of blooming 
earlier and that, you know, 
those things don’t coincide with their 
birds or their bugs, then you can have 
some real disjointedness.” 

“Yeah, and butterflies, they’re noticing 
that they’re coming out before their 
plants. So that’s why you have to go out 
and enjoy what you’re seeing,” Tillman 
concluded. “Except for the grackles. It 
never occurred to me how many people 
think grackles are crows. They really look 
very different.” 

We finished the count that day on the 
land of a man Tillman only knows as 
“Christmas Bird Count Joe.” He lets her 
observe the ponds on his land every year, as 
it falls within the boundaries of Tillman’s 
usual area. We arrived there in the late 
afternoon, rain still dampening us and our 
equipment. We plodded around puddles 
and cow patties to peek into Joe’s barn for 


any owls and set up a scope to tally the birds 
on the ponds. We entered our last tally for 
the day and left to join the other groups for 
a final count. 

POLEWARD AND UPWARD 

A few weeks later the data compiler 
emailed me: “The total official number of 
countable species was 145. The Townsend’s 
Warbler found by John Marsh during the 
count on the south shore of Lady Bird Lake 
was refound the next day. This is a very 
unusual bird for Travis Co at any time of 
year. While refinding the Townsend’s, on 
the 17th, birders found, in the same loca¬ 
tion, a Cape May Warbler and a Chestnut 
Sided Warbler. All these birds should be in 
central or South America now.” 

It is unclear whether these wayward indi¬ 
viduals spotted by CBC birders will pair up 
with a partner and serve as a pioneer of 
winter range expansion. They are, though, 
well outside of their regular range. The 
Townsend’s warbler winters along the edge 
of the Pacific Coast and in Central America 
and Mexico. During its winter, it feeds 
almost exclusively on scaly insects’ secre¬ 
tions, so an abrupt change in timing or 
winter range that disrupts the availability 
of such insects could present a problem for 
population survival. Similarly, the Cape 
May warbler spends its winter in the West 
Indies, where, with its uniquely adapted 
curled, semitubular tongue, it collects nec¬ 
tar. The Chestnut-sided warbler winters in 
moist tropical forests throughout Central 
America. While there would need to be 
more than individual sightings to mark a 
range shift - according to data entry, all of 
these sightings appear to be either the only 
or one of two recorded in Central Texas in 
the winter of 2017-2018 - with 50% of spe¬ 
cies expanding their ranges poleward and 
upward, they may well be harbingers of a 
forthcoming shift in range. 


What are 
the birds 
telling us? 
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LIKE A BIRD ON THE WIRE 

Dr. Parmesan notes some steps conserva¬ 
tionists can take to help birds access the 
resources they need and mitigate the nega¬ 
tive consequences of climate change. One 
important step is the protection and exten¬ 
sion of habitats to “recover the corridors 
between habitats that we’ve taken away to 
allow that movement of species through the 
landscape, which is what climate change is 
driving them to do.” Another is landscape 
management: the provision of native plants, 
of vegetation and lakes that create a cooler 
habitat. “There are a lot of things that con¬ 
servation biologists can do even if you can’t 
do anything about the amount of C0 2 going 
in the air,” she says. 

Texas has witnessed some successful con¬ 
servation programs, most notably champi¬ 
oning the striking, formerly endangered 
brown pelican. In 1973 a census tabulated a 
paltry 12 breeding birds. That number has 
since risen to about 12,000, though undoubt¬ 
edly Harvey has dented their population 
numbers. This resurgence is largely due to a 
concerted effort from Audubon Texas’ 
Coastal Conservation program, who organize 
along some 600 miles of Gulf coastline. 

Conservation efforts in Texas can be dif¬ 
ficult, with the vast majority of the massive 
state - about 95% - privately owned. Shifts 
in population demographics and the pars¬ 
ing of private land into smaller pieces exac¬ 
erbate the ability to effectively organize. 
Wildlife management associations are a 
type of co-op that allow landowners to come 
together and address habitat management, 
but they depend on a similarly minded 
effort from all participants. It may perhaps 
be easier to focus on maintaining the status 
of protected land and working within those 
habitats to make them as amenable as pos¬ 
sible to the birds who populate the area, be 
they longtime residents and migrants or 
species newly expanded into the area. 

Such efforts are going to become increas¬ 
ingly necessary as threats to wildlife arise 
from many directions and in increased 
severity. There are the more subtle disrup¬ 
tions of natural rhythms that limit their 
resources. There are also the catastrophic 
storms and events that do violent, immedi¬ 
ate damage to populations. Loss of habitat 
like prairieland and nesting islands has 
been observed to dent population tallies. 
The rare golden-cheeked warbler depends 
heavily on the availability of the juniper 
trees in which they nest, and the loss of 
these trees has negatively affected their 
population numbers. Seasons of drought 
and destructive fires, not uncommon in 
Texas and both exacerbated by climate 
change, mean a loss of habitat and wildlife. 

Ecologists fastidiously analyze citizen 
science-provided data to track and tally bird 
populations and examine the ways they 
respond to all of these threats. This research 
shows marked trends in behavioral respons¬ 
es. It also points to anthropogenic climate 
change as the impetus for these trends, 
leaving the concerned and conservation- 
minded wondering, beyond birds, how peo¬ 
ple will adjust their behavior in response to 
climate change. ■

Dugan says food and sex are important 
and sometimes overlapping aspects of her 
relationship with her body. “I had this eat¬ 
ing disorder when I was younger, and it 
was pretty bad, and one of the things that 
helped me get out of it - rehab and all that 
stuff - was learning to cook. I think that 
cooking in general is this really amazing 
thing you can do for yourself and for people, 
which I think goes hand in hand with self- 
love and body acceptance,” she explains. 
“And also, I find food very sexual.” McNairy 
agrees, “Feeding people, taste, textural ele¬ 
ments ... just, that’s sexy” 

Food comes up again when they describe 
a recent shoot. “We just hung out and had 
key lime pie and got naked. It was awe¬ 
some,” Dugan remembers. “For us, it’s like 
every other day, it’s just a workday, but for 
other people who are involved in the shoot,” 
McNairy begins. “Especially if you’re not a 
model,” Dugan interjects. 

“Exactly, we’re not looking for models, 
we’re looking for real people that just want 
to be naked and have fun.” 

“And celebrate themselves!” 

“Yeah! Like, be the sexiest you can be in 
your own skin and that’s what we want to 
put in a magazine.” 

Dugan and McNairy’s handling of sex 
and sexuality is playful, prioritizing fun and 
pleasure. McNairy quips at one point, “We’re 
not trying to make 
hipster art porn!” But 
it’s also a thoughtful 
approach. They take 
the quality of their 
publication seriously, 
and all the poten¬ 
tially sensitive nerve 
endings of their sub¬ 
ject matter, too. 

Peach Fuzz’s originating vision as a nudie 
mag stripped of misogyny means it wields 
its playfulness to an end in a fraught sex¬ 
ual culture.

With Peach Fuzz, Kelly Dugan and Laura McNairy deliver

Peach Fuzz co-creators Kelly Dugan and 
Laura McNairy tend to interrupt each other. 
It’s unmistakably the result of an intimate 
friendship, most often an instance of them 
finishing each other’s sentences, though it 
may also mean hashing out the details of 
their origin story like an old couple trying to 
recall the first time they met. In one instance, 
it means Dugan, editor-in- 
chief, abruptly redirecting our 
attention to the watercolor sun¬ 
set outside the Eastside cof¬ 
fee shop where we’re chatting. 

“Look at these cotton candy 
skies; they’re insane! I keep 
getting distracted.” 

In terms of a Peach Fuzz 
origin story, what they arrive 
at is: Both from Austin, they 
met each other through mutu¬ 
al friends at University of 
Colorado Boulder. Then, in the 
summer of 2013, Dugan was exploring a cur¬ 
tained “adult” section of a closing bookstore 
when the idea hit her: “a nudie mag but with 
modern and progressive ideals and without 
all the misogyny and, like, grossness.” She 
found a partner in McNairy, assistant edi¬ 
tor, whose enthusiastic response to Dugan’s 
idea stood out among others’ hesitancy. That 


was in June. They put out their first issue in 
October the same year. 

The irony of the fact that they were 
endeavoring to start a print-only nudie pub¬ 
lication based on an idea hatched inside a 
closing bookstore and in a time saturated 
with free online porn either did not register 
or did not matter. “Honestly, at the begin¬ 
ning, confidence of like 1,000.1 
thought, we’re going to change

the world,” Dugan says, laugh¬ 
ing. McNairy counters, “Then, 
maintaining is a different thing. You start it 
and put it out, but then you need to put out 
more magazines ....” 

Since their first issue, they have steadily 
published quarterly, learning a lot on the 
way. The magazine has maintained its origi¬ 


nal vintage, sun-soaked aesthetic, largely 
the result of an insistence on shooting with 
film and a shared instinctual taste. The 
photographs comprise the bulk of an issue, 
though there are other forms of voyeurism 
on offer: erotic poems, vivid essays, and 
intimate interviews. Oh, and a recipe. Every 
issue has one, an intersection of passions 
for Dugan, who also works as a pastry chef 
at Justine’s Brasserie. Food appears with 
some regularity in the magazine. There’s 
the name on the cover, first of all, but also 
the shoots inside of volunteer models, fre¬ 
quently accessorized with fruits or sweets 
and not much else.

Key Movements 

Ballet Austin’s triple bill Masters of Dance was a tribute 
to the piano and its range, excellently performed

Piano moves the body. It’s a rule that bal¬ 
let dancers live by - in the daily class, the 
pianist coaxes out their first gentle exercises 
and buoys their jumps in bounding grand 
allegros. (Before the modern piano 
came into wide use, dancers eked 
out their tendus to the violin.) Ballet 
Austin’s triple bill of piano-centric 
abstract works was an ode to the 
instrument and its range, performed 
excellently by the company and 
guest musicians. 

The program opener, Justin 
Peck’s In Creases (2012), was 
danced to the first and third 
movements of Philip Glass’ Four 
Movements for Two Pianos, which 
make you feel you’re ready to stand up and 
do something. It was the first work that Peck 
made for New York City Ballet, where he is 
now a soloist and resident choreographer. 
Eight dancers in light gray leotards began in 
a circle, facing one another, as did pianists 
Michelle Schumann and Faith DeBow, at 
two grand pianos behind them. Snowflake 
designs, precise, quiet, and brightly lit (by 
lighting designer Mark Stanley), were the first 
forms to emerge. Arms and legs pointed like 
arrows, and one dancer’s leg became the 
hand of a clock when her partner turned her 


(the surrounding dancers ducked out of her 
way). In single-file lines, the dancers tick- 
tocked their heads and posed their arms in 
precise, complex riffs on the old Krishna 
trick. Clock-time was refracted. 

Dancers were propelled by time, as 
in a bounding yet spritely solo per¬ 
formed by Kevin Murdock-Waters, but 
also made their own time to savor, 
as in the languid moments of a duet 

danced by Brittany Strickland and 
Christopher Swaim. 

After intermission, mem¬ 
bers of the Austin Symphony 
Orchestra and conductor Peter 
Bay appeared in the pit to play 
a David Lang score for Shade, 
a premiere by acclaimed choreographer 
Pam Tanowitz. In unisex white swing tunics 
splashed with jewel tones (designed by Reid 
Bartelme and Harriet Jung), small groups of 
dancers appeared in front of a center-stage 
column of light. At the top of the column, 
a red guillotine-like jagged-edged blade 
hovered, rising and falling throughout the 
work. The dancers’ lexicon of straight-armed, 
wide-legged shapes evoked modern and 
old-world allusions all at once - friezes and 
robots, mazurkas and neoclassics, Nijinsky 
and Balanchine. Perhaps the dancers were

members of a society, somewhere muddy 
and bright (the earthy, organic lighting was 
designed by Clifton Taylor), and perhaps they 
faced extinction; they sometimes placed 
one hand on the opposite torso, as though 
shielding an injury. The music built to an 
almost Sisyphean question-and-answer 
motif, with the pianos repeatedly being inter¬ 
rupted mid-sentence by the strings. Pairs of 
dancers had parallel “conversations,” stomp¬ 
ing the balls of their feet into the floor to 
make their points. 

Ballet Austin Artistic Director Stephen Mills’ 
Kai (2007) displayed another ecosystem, slip¬ 
perier, lively, and just as complex. Between 
striped panels angled to evoke the hull of 
a ship, eight dancers in teal and orange 
leotards (by Monica Guerra) flitted and undu¬ 


lated to the exotic clanging of John Cage’s 
music for prepared pianos (a recording). They 
moved as though propelled by currents, with 
changes in the lighting, designed by Tony 
Tucci, eliciting the sun’s filtering at various 
depths. The women wore pointe shoes, but 
they were just as likely to be carried and 
dipped, their legs swooping up like mermaids’ 
tails, as they were to rise on the tips of their 
toes. Relationships were cool but symbiotic, 
matter of fact, purposeful. An extended duet 
between Jaime Lynn Witts and Oliver Greene- 
Cramer showcased exquisite partnering: 
sure, smooth, and generous, entirely free of 
grappling. Against the staccato sounds of the 
amended pianos, their fluidity (ironically, the 
product of daily practice with plain old - not 
amended - pianos) was mesmerizing.

I’ve always loved the rela¬ 
tionship between Irina and 
Konstantin in The Seagull. It’s a 
beautiful theatrical allusion; the 
mother and the son, the former 
a famous relic of “stuffy” classi¬ 
cal theatre, the latter the “new” 
avant-garde, here to destroy 
the old conventions and “fix” 
everything. It’s almost as though 
Chekhov purposely placed The 
Seagull between the two, pointing 
straight at its position between 
the births of realism and mod¬ 
ernism. It’s an apt metaphor for 
theatre in general, if not simply a 
microcosm of the theatre scene 
in Austin. 

Austin Shakespeare Artistic 
Director Ann Ciccolella’s adapta¬ 
tion, which she directs, struggles 
to make its own passionate 
stand, however. Don’t misunder¬ 
stand me; this is a good produc¬ 
tion of Chekhov’s classic. There’s 
just something there, or perhaps 
something not there, that keeps 
it from being great - an A- when 
you want the A+, although the A- 
is perfectly respectable. 

It doesn’t feel like any particu¬ 
larly new ground is broken, nor discoveries 
unveiled warranting a new adaptation. Is it 
a museum piece, or has Ciccolella found 
something new to say with an old story? 

Since no further information is given in the 
program, we’re left to wonder, how is it an 
adaptation? And to what end? Adapted from 
what? Chekhov’s original text, presumably? 
Which translation? Eagle-eyed Chekhov schol¬ 
ars may know the answers; the rest of the 
audience may not. The script does, however, 
remain incredibly relatable - Ciccolella is cor¬ 
rect when she remarks in her program note 
that “You have all lived through your own 
version of these scenes” - and the perfor¬ 
mances are mostly solid, though a bit uneven 
in places. 

Christopher Hejl’s set is clever in its adapt¬ 
ability. A platform raised on cinder blocks and 
a courtyard outside a facade provide the exte¬ 
rior setting for the first half, along with a large 
scrim and beautiful hanging moon lit perfectly 
to resemble twilight by Patrick W. Anthony 
(whose lighting throughout is appropriately 
atmospheric). William Meadows’ sound design 
is of note; ambience sets mood without lead¬ 
ing or intruding. The second half sees the 
same space as the interior of Sorin’s estate 
-the scrim removed and furniture applied. 

It’s a simple but elegant use of the Rollins 
Theatre space, and some exposed building 
elements are perhaps meant to remind us 
that we are seeing a play - it’s the words and 
the story they tell that are important. 

Most of the performances are rich and 
nuanced, full of layer and texture. Helen 


Merino’s Masha, for example, is lovely - 
fully realized, every subtle choice deliberate 
and often morbidly funny as she pines for 
Konstantin yet resigns herself to Medvedenko, 
a local school teacher. Tyler Layton is the 
perfect Irina Arkadina: a brash diva whose 
tender reality unravels as she pleads with 
Trigorin to stay ... or is this an act as well? As 
the estate’s patriarch, Irina’s brother Sorin, Ev 
Lunning Jr. is as lovable and charming as he 
is doddering. Matthew Radford Davies turns 
in an excellent performance as Trigorin, mak¬ 
ing him a somewhat befuddled and bemused 
figure rather than the impassioned, tortured 
writer usually seen. While his acting is terrific, 
I’m not sure the choice works as it seems to 
hamper Trigorin’s development and relation¬ 
ships, particularly with Nina. 

Other performances seem a bit hollow. 
There’s a certain “jeans and T-shirt” vibe 
with some members of the supporting cast 
that, along with not fitting Benjamin Taylor 
Ridgway’s period costumes, just doesn’t 
fit the play itself - the text dealt with by 
speaking beautiful words beautifully, but 
with little weight or intent behind them. And 
while capable performances by Corinna 
Browning and Andrew Matthews as Nina and 
Konstantin pass muster otherwise, a lack of 
chemistry and authenticity bogs down their 
final scene together - unfortunate as it’s the 
crux of the play. 

In the end, there’s more good than not-so- 
good in this offering by Austin Shakespeare. 
As a presentation of a classic, beloved piece 
of theatre, it flies well enough ... but for me, 
it doesn’t quite soar. - Shanon Weaver

Mourning at once acknowledges the absence of 
someone and insists on continuing their presence in 
the form of ritual beyond the limitations of a lifetime. In 
the Victorian era, it was a prescriptive and ordered pro¬ 
cess, casting a lacelike web of commemorations across 
society, with the threads of remembrance tethered by 
women, those most bound to mourning practices. Lace 
was one of several pieces of trim that marked a stage of 
this mourning process. Jet beading, mementos with hair 
locks, drab black fabric, and embroidered trim were other 
such markers. 

Fashion designer and artist Gail Chovan appropriates 
all of these materials, some from actual Victorian-era 
clothing, and warps ritual in the beautifully morbid “No 
Trace of Now Will Remain.” Locks of hair served as sym¬ 
bols of the eternal due to their resistance to the body’s 
decomposition. Throughout the show, tendrils sprout from 
Chovan’s sculptures like an infestation, an unsettling intru¬ 
sion. Other specters haunt the space: anthropomorphized 
furnishings dressed in hand-embroidered garments, gasp- 
inducing gowns spewing hair and limbs, and a ring-around- 
the-rosie-like assembly of embroidered kid gloves. 

The name calls to mind today’s uncertain digital mani¬ 
festations of mourning rituals, posts that address the 
deceased on their feeds and walls and the virtual light¬ 
ing of a candle on commemorative pages. “No Trace of 
Now Will Remain,” but more accurately, perhaps, so many 
traces of now will remain and in so incorporeal a space 


that few will register any lasting significance or require 
confrontation with the acts of death and dying. Chovan’s 
work stands in direct contrast to that, using clothing to 
construct sculptures that speak to a literally missing cor¬ 
poreality and invite the viewer to confront and reconsider 
their fear. 

The pieces divulge their creation, with loose strands of 
embroidery thread and visible globs of glue. For a designer 
as experienced as Chovan, the exposed construction of 
the garments is intentional, a tactile, textile form of mark¬ 
making that reminds the viewer of the intention behind 
each piece and serves as a point of differentiation from 
Chovan’s boutique designs sold in her shop on South 
Congress, Blackmail Boutique. 

In addition to unusual natural materials like bone, 
wood, leather, and hair, neon has a notable presence in 
the show. The medium, perhaps a point of collaboration 
with Chovan’s husband, local neon artist Evan Voyles, 
punctuates the themes of darkness. The first instance 
is at the entrance, where a quote from the Paul Valery 
poem “La Jeune Parque, or The Young Fate” is scrawled 
in neon once in French and again in English before enter¬ 
ing the darkened exhibition space, where pieces are lit by 
dramatic spotlight or else bits of neon on the sculptures 
themselves: “Le noir n’est pas si noir”/ “The dark is not so 
dark.” The Valery allusion is fitting. In the poem, a woman 
languishes on the subject of mortality: “Light! ... Or else, 
Death! But let the quicker seize me!” - Melany Jean

Tejas Chocolate + Barbecue in Tomball mixes the two major 
food groups in a natural pairing that seems so obvious, it is a 
wonder that no one has thought of it before. 

The chocolate company began in Scott Moore Jr.’s kitchen. 
Along with his partner Michelle Holland, Scott roasted cocoa 
beans and made his own chocolate. By controlling the roasting 
process, Scott could bring out unique flavors of the cocoa beans. 

Tejas’ truffles are golf ball-sized masses of pure decadence - 
melt-in-your-mouth goodness inside a dense chocolate shell. 
Michelle says they add new flavors constantly. 

Brisk sales of their chocolate bars led the couple to open a 
storefront. The small house off of Main Street in the old part of 
Tomball across from the railroad tracks was the perfect fit for the 
chocolate factory: Texas’ first bean-to-bar chocolate company. 

But the business needed something extra, and the natural addi¬ 
tion to the menu was smoked meats. That’s when Scott’s young¬ 
er brother Greg joined the team as head chef. In 2017, Tejas was 
ranked No. 6 of the top 50 barbecue joints by Texas Monthly. The 
honor was well-deserved. The top-quality cuts of meat come with 
a thick, peppery bark that complements the vinegary sauce. They 
even have a mole sauce made with Tejas roasted chocolate.

Review: Yuyo 

MANOR ROAD IS NOW HOME TO UPSCALE 
PERUVIAN FARE 


To partake of Peruvian food is to partici¬ 
pate in a long history of ancient traditions, 
colonialism, and immigration-inspired cultural 
fusion. From the ancient Inca to European 
settlers to Chinese and Japanese immigrants, 
Peruvian cuisine is a virtual Rainbow Coalition 
of influences. It’s the ultimate fusion food. 

Open since late October 2017, Yuyo is the 
passion project of chef Maribel Rivero, sister 
of Carlos Rivero of the El Chile restaurant 
group. Housed in the erstwhile El Sapo burger 
bar building on Manor Road, 

Yuyo is light and airy, maximiz¬ 
ing the space with vivid colors 
and hanging baskets that ges¬ 
ture to indigeneity without feel¬ 
ing like cultural appropriation. 

My first visit to Yuyo was a 
happy hour with some girl¬ 
friends, where we enjoyed a 
quiet hour before resuming our work and fam¬ 
ily obligations. We snacked on a variety of 
items from both the appetizer and happy hour 
menus, starting with the chifles - long, slen¬ 
der surfboards of fried plantains with a zingy 
ajf amarillo dipping sauce. Along with the 
super-crunchy chicharrones, they made a light 
and refreshing starter. We had high hopes for 
the yuquitas based on their gorgeous golden- 
fried glow when they arrived at our table, but 


the yucca and farm cheese croquettes were 
bland and pasty in reality. They could have 
been improved with just a dash of salt. 

The Cebiche Clasico was a real game- 
changer: bright, tangy, with a harmonious bal¬ 
ance of acid and heat. Fleshy, firm striped 
bass topped with crunchy cancha (Peruvian 
corn nuts) and microgreens, the dish is invigo¬ 
rating and exciting. You could easily just park 
yourself at the ceviche menu and have a per¬ 
fectly satisfying happy hour or meal. 

Before we left to put our Mom 
hats back on, we ended our 
visit on a sweet note with an 
order of alfajores, crisp short¬ 
bread sandwiches filled with 
creamy dulce de leche and 
rolled in coconut, served along¬ 
side a delicate cloud of espres¬ 
so cream. There were three of 
us and five cookies, and no considerable 
amount of hemming and hawing over the 
remainders. Someone’s lucky husband got a 
very sweet and hotly contested leftover. 

I enjoyed the Purple Drank more than the 
pisco sour, which is no doubt anathema to 
the entire Peruvian dining experience. Simply 
put, the Purple Drank, made with pisco, chi- 
cha morada (a corn-based beverage made 
from purple corn and stewed with pineapple,

cinnamon, cloves, and sugar), and seasonal 
fruit, has a vibrant flavor with notes of mulled 
cider. The Pisco Sour, on the other hand, 
lacked nuance and tasted like triple sec. 
Cocktails are subjective, though, so your mile¬ 
age may vary based on your tastes. 

When we returned for dinner, it was a sur¬ 
prisingly busy Sunday night, and we had to sit 
on the patio, huddled under propane heaters. 
We started our meal on an unfortunate note 
with the ajf de gallina empanadas. The 
dough, which appeared to be corn-based, 
was mushy and tasted off, for lack of a better 
descriptor. The pulled chicken filling had the 
consistency of potted meat and didn’t have 
much of a flavor at all. My husband and I 
each ate one, and that was plenty. However, 
the accompanying ajf amarillo and red bell 
pepper salsa, cut to an impressively consis¬ 
tent fine brunoise, was delicious; after giving 
up on the pastries, I ate the salsa straight 
from the bowl sin verguenza. 
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You can’t go to a Peruvian restaurant and 
not try lomo saltado, a cornerstone of the 
chifa culinary tradition, a blend of Cantonese 
and Peruvian techniques and ingredients. The 
dish is a beef stir-fry combined with onions 
and tomatoes, served with french fries. The 
beef was tender, nicely seasoned - an expert 
balance of pungent garlic and herbaceous 
coriander - and the french fries at the bottom 
of the small serving wok soaked up the mari¬ 
nade for an extra boost of deliciousness. 

However, my hands-down favorite across 
my visits to Yuyo is the quinotto, a dish that 
will make vegetarians rejoice, for here is a 
meatless (perhaps even vegan; I couldn’t get 
a definitive answer) dish that is both delicious 
and satisfying. Red and white quinoa, a grain 
native to Peru, swims in a nutty, fragrant 
broth alongside tiny pieces of purple and 
white cauliflower and topped with ribbons of 
brussels sprouts. I kept eating it long after 
my hunger was satisfied. 

The service at Yuyo is friendly and informa¬ 
tive, and the waitstaff appear to be almost 
entirely attractive white males in their 20s 
(although I did notice a few women behind 
the bar). They provided enthusiastic menu 
guidance that sometimes bordered on the 
heavy-handed, but not aggressive. But when 
it comes to driving questions in the dining 
experience, I’d really like to know what’s in a 
dish rather than that the olive wood serving 
board was carved by a personal acquain¬ 
tance in Peru and shipped directly to Austin. 
Those kinds of details are nice, especially if 
there’s going to be a pop quiz at the end of 
the meal, but when I ask about what ingredi¬ 
ents are in a dish, I expect a clear and 
unequivocal answer. That minor annoyance 
aside, the front-of-house staff made both of 
my visits pleasant. 

I have high hopes for Yuyo despite the 
unevenness of the menu; I worry about the 
location, given the fates of El Sapo and Flat 
Top before it. While Austin dining is far 
from homogeneous, we as an urban locale 
could do better in terms of encouraging and 
supporting cuisines that aren’t terribly 
mainstream. Yuyo is a tentative step in the 
right direction. - Melanie Haupt

GLAMS UP SOUTH LAMAR 


I was far too recently single to even think 
about that weighty February Hallmark holi¬ 
day, so I celebrated an early Galentine’s 
Day with one of my best babes by wining 


and dining at Aviary. We had both loved the 
quirky and intimate home decor shop and 
wine lounge before it closed for renovations 
last spring, and have separately frequented 
the lofty new space since it reopened in the 
fall with a full menu, impassioned wine list 
to match, and bathroom wallpaper that 
begs to be immortalized 
in a selfie. 

We arrived just in time 
to catch the tail end of 
happy hour on a 
Wednesday and couldn't 
not notice that all the 
patrons were women. 

Maybe all of Austin’s single 
ladies were also in the 
Lonely Hearts Club? (We all saw that Match, 
com survey about Austin men, right?) As we 
walked in, we were greeted warmly, seated at 
a table in the middle of the room, and told 
that oysters were a dollar off until 6pm, and 
beer and wine were also discounted. We were 
in an oysters-and-bubbly mood and our super¬

friendly and knowledgeable server Laurelin 
steered us toward an effervescent Amrita 
from the Willamette Valley. We ordered two of 
each oyster variety: Lady Chatterleys, Black 
Points, and Sweet Petites. 

Laurelin pulled out a small notebook to 
elaborate on the cheese and charcuterie offer¬ 
ings, some of which had just arrived that day. 
We were intrigued by the caprino stagionato, 
an aged goat’s milk cheese firm in texture 
with a tangy flavor, and had to try the jamon 
Iberico. The spread came with more than 
enough sliced baguette from Easy Tiger, 
house-made pickles, and fig preserves. We 
were delighted to find out that select wine bot¬ 
tles were half-off that evening, and our server 
was well-versed on tasting notes and even the 
winemakers’ backstories, which made choos¬ 
ing the 7 Fuentes, a Spanish Tintilla, easy. It 
was light-bodied but full of flavor, and went 
perfectly with the two entrees we shared. 

Executive chef Thomas Calhoun’s food is 
French- and Mediterranean-inspired, but root¬ 
ed in seasonal Texas ingredients. The sweet 
potato gnocchi was tossed in a very light 
lemon and butter sauce which made way for 
salty slices of fried pork belly. (We were low- 
key obsessed with the fried sage garnish.) 
Our other entree, boudin blanc with white 
beans and bok choy, was so spicy we had to 
revisit the baguette to soothe our taste 
buds. The menu did warn of a “tomato haba- 
nero broth” - we were just so involved chat¬ 
ting (or was it the drinking?) that we missed 
that detail. The flavor of the rouille was 
incredible though, so we weren’t upset. For 
dessert we chose the Texas olive oil cake 
with spiced orange marmalade, creme 

fraTche, and a crown of 
kalamata tuille that made 
a pretty successful boo¬ 
merang when rotated in 
our table’s candlelight. 

With Calhoun’s back¬ 
ground as pastry chef at 
Lenoir, it’s no surprise the 
desserts at Aviary taste 
as stellar as they look. 

The following Sunday I returned to Aviary for 
Wine School - the first class of a yearlong 
series. Beverage Director Alex Bell and co¬ 
owner Marco Fiorilo discussed four varietals 
that made them fall in love with wine. Fiorilo 
has a wealth of information (be sure to bring 
a journal for note-taking), and Bell is a hoot, 
making this class way more entertaining than 
anything I took in college. There’s something 
about good wine and good conversation that 
makes the time fly, so expect the classes to 
run a little over the allotted two hours. 
“Students” also had the opportunity to pur¬ 
chase the featured wines at a massive price 
break. Offering lunch, brunch, dinner, and now 
a super-fun wine class, this modern neighbor¬ 
hood wine bar has no shortage of opportuni¬ 
ties for you and your favorite oenophile to 
plan your next date. - Adrienne Whitehorse

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Notes From Cinema History 

AFS and UT Press celebrate the legacy of CinemaTexas

Austin is known as a film-watching city, but that reputation 
doesn’t come from nowhere. Its seeds were planted in CinemaTexas, 
the film programming unit of UT’s Department of Radio-Television- 
Film. This wasn’t some small film club. From the early Seventies to 
the mid-Eighties, UT’s Jester Auditorium was packed for 16mm 
screenings - sometimes twice nightly - of classic, underground, 
subversive, landmark, and ignored movies. Open to all students 
who just wanted to catch a movie, they were also classes with a cur¬ 
riculum, and a core part of the learning process was the Program 


Notes: free handouts with credits and reviews, but also an article, 
written to give detail and context to what was being shown. 

They were Rotten Tomatoes, IMDb, and Cahiers du Cinema meld¬ 
ed into zine form. Starting in March, to celebrate this week’s publica¬ 
tion by UT Press of the first collected volume of CinemaTexas Notes, 
as edited by Austin Chronicle co-founder Louis Black, AFS Cinema is 
presenting CinemaTexas Rewind. The series will highlight a handful 
of the hundreds of movies lovingly examined, dissected, and explored, 
with introductions by some of the authors of those original pieces. 


THE BAND WAGON (1953) 

DIRECTED BY VINCENTE MINNELLI 

“Before Minnelli, the backstage musical 
always excluded itself by framing the musical 
action with the stage, even if from that island 
of dramatic safety it took off into the empyre¬ 
an as with Busby Berkeley. In contrast, 
Minnelli has always accented the abstraction 
of the film image by framing it against a 
backdrop of artificiality in other mediums. ... 
The question still remains, though, why are 
these actions possible, and even essential, if 
the cinema is thought to be a fundamentally 
‘realist’ medium.

Bateman and McAdams’ dull night in goes somewhat wild

During the opening scene of Game Night, 
co-directors John Francis Daley ( Freaks and 
Geeks) and Jonathan Goldstein ( Horrible 
Bosses) don’t skip a beat as they plunge you 
into a first-comes-love, then-comes-marriage 
montage between the film’s leading couple, 
Annie (McAdams) and Max (Bateman) - in like 
five seconds flat. The pacing never really lets 
up from there as we quickly learn that Annie 
and Max host a regular game night (fea¬ 
turing parlor staples like charades and 
Scrabble) with the same friends until 
Max’s brother Brooks (a very game 
Chandler) shows up to put his own 
flashy spin on things because sib¬ 
ling rivalry. What’s meant to be a 
lighthearted interactive “murder- 
mystery” quickly goes off the rails 
- it’s literally all fun and games 
until someone gets hurt - in a 
plot involving the local friendly 
neighborhood crime syndicate, 
because it’s never really a party 
until someone pisses off the mob. 

The film owes what charm it has to a 
whip-smart script (heavy on double enten¬ 
dres - a delight for word nerds and game 
geeks alike), and the chemistry between its 
actors. Coach Taylor’s still got it, for sure, 
but there’s something rather unconventional 
going on between Horgan and Magnussen. 
It’s a sort of inversion of the typical bimbo¬ 


bashing that’s all too common not only in 
film but in our culture in general (OMG she’s 
so vapid! She’s always taking selfies!), but 
here we get to see a man bearing the brunt 
of the “dumb blonde” jokes while his come¬ 
dic partner runs circles around him. It feels 
like a fresh take at least, but the rest of 
the film’s humor itself is a little dark, and 
Plemons’ weirdo cop neighbor Gary only 
provides awkward tension. 

Meanwhile, the film constantly 
strives to one-up itself in the name 
of entertainment. It’s a bit smug, but 
self-aware. For example, Max starts 
to make a sappy speech about 
starting a family, and Annie inter¬ 
rupts him to ask, “Are you doing 
a metaphor right now?” And 
while there may be an actual 
metaphor regarding the emo¬ 
tional games people play with 
each other, Game Night never 
fully surrenders to anything that 
meaningful. It’s too busy pummeling you with 
pop-culture references and final scene fake 
outs. It feels a bit like someone wanted to 
make a Coen brothers movie for the Clue 
crowd: Let’s call it kitschy noir.

D: Abbas Kiarostami (R, 100 min.) (NR, 114 min., subtitled) 

The final film by Iran’s master filmmaker 
Abbas Kiarostami ( Taste of Cherry, Certified 
Copy) is the experimental endeavor 24 
Frames, which had been underway for three 
years prior to Kiarostami’s death from cancer 
in 2016. As such, since Kiarostami knew 
this was likely to be his last movie, there is 
an inescapably elegiac quality to 24 Frames’ 
concentrated meditation on image-making. 

Yet the film is less a final statement than a 
focused study of how we make meaning from 
images. The effect it creates in the viewer 
is sometimes contemplative and sometimes 
somniferous. Moments of revelation and 
delight are punctuated by stretches of seem¬ 
ingly repetitive exercises. 24 Frames is a 
classically Kiarostami work, indicative of his 
life’s curiosities and trademark inquiries, but 
far short of a culminating utterance. 

24 Frames is a compilation of 24 
vignettes based on 23 photographs taken 
by Kiarostami and one famous painting by 
Pieter Bruegel the Elder. (Although he is best 
known as a filmmaker, Kiarostami was also 
an accomplished photographer, painter, and 
poet.) Each section lasts approximately 4V2 
minutes, and as Kiarostami states in the 
film’s preface, his goal is to re-create “what 
I imagined might have taken place before 
or after each image that I had captured.” 
(Curiously, this bucks the conventional notion 
that photography’s essence is a freeze¬ 
framed distillation of a particular moment 
in time.) Most of the photographs are black- 
and-white images of nature, often observed 
through a window or some other framing 
device. To these images, digital birds, 
horses, goats, cows, and foxes are inserted, 
along with rolling waves on beaches, pass¬ 
ing vehicles on streetscapes, lots of snow 
and rain, and all their attendant sounds. 
Occasionally, themes of companionship, 
death, and love emerge - but not always. 
Kiarostami’s lifelong professional concern 
with the separation between the real and the 
unreal also comes into play. His digitization 
process is often evident, creating a constant 
awareness in the viewer that the images 
have been manipulated. Birds come and go 
on tree branches or windowsills (there are a 
lot of birds!). They squawk, stare, bicker, and 
flock. That’s about the extent of their activ¬ 
ity. Only two “frames” include images of live 
human beings, and birds (notwithstanding 
the Hitchcock film) are not usually terribly 
exciting protagonists. Sometimes, a bird is 
shot from the sky, horses copulate, a cat 
magnificently emerges from out of frame 
to catch an unwary bird, and you find your¬ 
self catching your breath from the pastoral 
before and deathly after. The opening scene 
of the Bruegel painting includes smoke that 
provides a sense of an entire village scene, 
and Kiarostami’s concluding sequence is a 
truly glorious thing - and the closest the film 
comes to a personal declaration - and com¬ 
pletely worth the price of muddling through 
the other 23 “frames.” 

24 Frames is a must for longtime 
Kiarostami observers (and that should 
include all cinephiles), although unlikely to 


inspire any new converts. Amid the rustle of 
the trees and bird caws, I imagined I heard 
a sound in the dim distance calling for 
“more cowbell.”

GAME NIGHT

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and bad bosses in the age of the #MeToo 
Zeitgeist, but it does little more than nibble 
on the ubiquitous sexism that women experi¬ 
ence, without really chomping down on its 
ugliness. You could say it’s toothless most of 
the time. 

The film begins promisingly at a Divine 
Feminine workshop led by a comically fear¬ 
less Shannon, who leads the attendees in 
chants urging them to love and honor their 
vaginas, and other womanly body parts, all 
in the pursuit of self-esteem. Meeting each 
other for the first time at the seminar, three 
single ladies lock arms to embark on a 
series of (mis)adventures in their relation¬ 
ships with druggie artists, commitment- 
phobic steadies, selfish ex-husbands, and 
misogynistic employers who make Harvey 
Weinstein look like an angel. As the movie 
mogul/action star who’s either incessantly 
talking about his cock or referring to every 
female as a slut, the neurotically needy 
asshole played by an oily D’Elia might have 
scored big like Tom Cruise’s grotesque in 
Tropic Thunder a decade ago, but now that 
kinda stuff doesn’t seem so funny anymore, 
even when the character gets his inevi¬ 
table comeuppance. Maybe the times are 
a’changing. 

The movie marks the directorial and 
screenwriting debut of Graham, who also 
stars as Honey, the guilt-ridden aspiring 
filmmaker who finally gets in touch with 
herself (both figuratively and literally) 
by the movie’s end. (Like Dorothy Gale, 
Honey orgasmically discovers she never 
needed to look beyond her own backyard, 
so to speak.) Given Graham’s strict reli¬ 
gious upbringing and objectified Hollywood 
career, Half Magic is clearly autobiographi¬ 
cal in nature. No doubt, she’s still got 
a story or two more to tell. Interestingly 
enough, Graham has chosen here to con¬ 
front those experiences with the same 
sunny disposition of the naughty girl-next- 
door she’s personified in films like Boogie 
Nights and the Hangover franchise. On its 
face, this positivity may seem like an odd 
tonal choice, but again, maybe that’s why 
she’s a survivor.

HIGHLAND 

HAVE A NICE DAY

Unlike Japanese and Korean animation, 
the world of Chinese cartoons has been 
closed off to most viewers. Gangster drama 
Have a Nice Day may not completely resolve 
that deficit, but it’s at least a little insight 
into the industry: or rather, into the work of 
one of its more controversial figures, Jian 
Liu, whose street-level crime drama has got 
him slightly crosswise with Beijing (so much 
so that the Chinese government had this 
movie pulled from the Annecy International 
Animated Film Festival). 

No surprise, since it scarcely paints 
China in a glowing light, as the desperate 
Xiao Zhang (Zhu) rips off gang lord Uncle Liu 
(Yang) for a stack of cash to pay to fix his 
girlfriend’s botched plastic surgery. It’s one 
of the oldest noir tropes (underling invokes

boss’ wrath and must evade capture), but 
the narrative is subverted by the only smart 
move - indeed, the only proactive moment - 
Zhang makes is the initial rip-off. After that, 
the story concentrates on Liu’s world-weary 
fury, and the cavalcade of lowlifes that derail 
Zhu’s getaway. 

Idiocy and brutality are the order of the 
day in what is effectively a handmade project 
for writer/director/editor/chief animator Liu. 
Even at a curt 77 minutes, Have a Nice Day 


isn’t rushing to get anywhere. Liu concen¬ 
trates on his elaborate backgrounds as much 
as the characters, often letting the camera 
patiently settle on rooms and exteriors 
before cutting to the languorous action - or, 
conversely, he’ll cut to another sumptuously 
grimy building or skyline, or just hold on the 
rippling surface of a lake for a minute or so. 
It’s entrancingly gritty, but the mood is often 
more somnolent than meditative. 

Much of the anti-action involves the 
underdogs of this Southern Chinese city sit¬ 
ting outside dive bars, or in gutters outside 
cybercafes and LAN gaming centers, or 
fantasizing about appearing in propaganda 
karaoke videos (which are apparently a 
thing). Zhu at least has the guts to try for 
something, even as he being chased by 
Liu’s go-to fixer, the laconic but honorable 
Mr. Skinny (Ma, the most interesting and 
stylized of all the characters). 

The sparse score by the New York-based 
Shanghai Restoration Project adds a mid- 
Nineties crime cool, and Liu is undoubtedly 
aiming for the era’s classic creators (the 
Coens, Beat Takeshi, Tarantino). But his 
beats are so slow, and the backing story 
so slight, that the narrative diversions and 
long-winded, semi-philosophical anecdotes 
swamp any forward motion. It wants so hard 
to be Pulp Fiction, but it ends up 8 Heads in 
a Duffel Bag.

Crazy Ex-Girlfriend (The CW): 

Musicals are cool now (sorry to theatre 
nerds who always thought they were 
cool), and one of the coolest is Rachel 
Bloom's CW series. The show has pre¬ 
viously succeeded by trading in hilari¬ 
ous riffs on romantic-comedy cliches, 
but the third season has really dialed 
up the show's sense of drama. Bloom 
and her writers have humanized the 
“crazy” in the show's title in ways that most TV struggles to do, let alone a 
show that features songs like “Period Sex” and “The First Penis I Saw.” 

The Ritual (Netflix): I am 100% there for any horror movie that sends a 
group of overly confident adventurers into an eerie environment where evil is 
sure to lurk. The latest from David Bruckner, the director behind the “Amateur 
Night” segment of found footage anthology V/H/S, fits that bill precisely. 
The Ritual follows a group of British blokes as they hike through a Swedish 
national park in search of understanding after the tragic death of a friend six 
months prior. They eventually make the unwise decision to take a shortcut 
through a densely wooded area that practically screams “DO NOT ENTER,” 
and are met with a series of supernatural phenomena that ranges from gro¬ 
tesque to psychologically tortuous. Recommended for anyone who needs more 
reason to avoid joining their outdoor friends on any spring camping trips. 



Frontline (PBS): The folks behind the PBS documentary series have pro¬ 
duced some of the most important investigative journalism over the past few 
decades and the latest series has proved no different. Already this year it aired 
a two-hour report on Europe's migration crisis, an hour on the MS-13 gang 
crackdown in the U.S., and a two-part investigation into the sectarian conflict 
between Saudi Arabia and Iran that has plagued the Middle East for decades.

THE ROAD MOVIE 

D: Dmitrii Kalashnikov. (NR, 67 min., subtitled) 

Dashboard cameras are uniquely ubiqui¬ 
tous within the Russian Federation and sur¬ 
rounding countries, a fact which is both the 
subject of this film and which also raises the 
question, “Hey, America, don’t you care what 
goes on in front of you?” 

Yeah, no, seriously? Russia has the gold 
standard of recorded automotive mayhem 
and hilarity (often both at once). There are 
some jaw-dropping moments involving aster¬ 
oids (or maybe doomed airliners?) as well as 
flat-out road rage maniacs climbing on top of 
windshields and going berserk. Almost every¬ 
one encountered by these random lenses 
could well play an extra in a Eurosleaze off¬ 
shoot, but the fact that Russians appear to 
have dash-cams as standard equipment in 
their four- and two-wheel rides is as foreign 
and fascinating as anything President Donald 
Trump could come up with. 

If you’re game to sit through the short, 
sharp shocks of Kalashnikov’s compilation 
of hairy, scary, usually ice-bound incidents on 
Russian roads, be proud of America’s fading- 
yet-vastly-superior infrastructure. Ours might 
not be perfect by a long shot, but the Dwight 
D. Eisenhower National Highway System, 
and all the snowplows and sand trucks that 
ensure drivers’ safety, make the highways 
and byways of the Great Bear seem muzzled, 
mad, and occasionally comic by comparison. 


Yes, Russian citizens arrive from 85 kph to 
0 kph in record time, and the short, YouTube- 
type moments that Kalashnikov has chosen 
to represent play more like Vice meets 
Johnny Knoxville behind the former Iron 
Curtain (which is now apparently made up of 
totaled automobiles) for a relatively fun - if 
scattershot - commentary on how Russia’s 
new middle class meets the older, tractor¬ 
driving traditionalists who refuse to give way 
to newcomers no matter where they’re from.

THE 15:17 TO PARIS

It’s little wonder Clint Eastwood gravitated toward 
bringing this tale to the screen, given its camera-ready 
elements. It’s a story made for the movies: Three twen¬ 
tysomething, true-blue Americans backpacking through 
Europe courageously thwart an armed terrorist attack on 
a high-speed train en route to Paris. And the kicker? It’s 
all true. So why is The 15:17 to Paris such a trainwreck? 
Whether the decision to cast the three white knights 
(Sadler, Skarlatos, and Stone) as themselves is a gim¬ 
micky stunt or a nodding tribute is unclear, though it’s 
hardly a novel concept. While none of them are trained 
as actors, they don’t entirely suck, though admittedly the 
most seasoned of performers would have a tough time 
breathing life into the underwhelming screenplay. Among 
Eastwood’s many strengths as a filmmaker is his ability 
to convincingly tell (and sell) a story, but that depend¬ 
able attribute is conspicuously absent until the moment 
everyone’s waiting for. It’s a heart-pumping 15-minute 
sequence, but whether it’s worth the wait will depend on 
your level of patience. (02/16/2018)

Can it really be a coincidence that Barack Obama 
chose the same week as Black Panther opens to unveil 
his official presidential portrait? Kehinde Wiley uses 
fine art to show African-Americans on their own cultural 
terms, director Ryan Coogler does exactly the same with 
the modern superhero film in Black Panther. He heads 
Marvel’s darker political world established as King 
T’Challa (Boseman) returns to Wakanda, the source of the 
great MacGuffin that is Vibranium. Some people crave 
it as a weapon for profiteering, but far more danger¬ 
ous are those that seek to change the world. Enter Erik 
“Killmonger” Stevens (Jordan), a U.S. Special Forces 
soldier with a plan and a malevolent connection to 
Wakanda. Coogler’s script ties into underlying themes of 
Marvel films: inheritance, guilt, sacrifice, responsibility, 
and the true nature of heroism in a seemingly morally gray 
world. Moreover, it is dense with political allegory in a rare 
cinematic depiction of Afro-futurism. Oh, let’s not forget, 
this is a kickass action movie. Two words: war rhinos.

Q BOMB CITY

Director Jameson Brooks’ first film reads like a recipe 
pulled from The Anarchist Cookbook: Everyday items 
which, when assembled, create a dangerous product 
capable of wreaking havoc and destruction. On Dec. 12, 
1997,19-year-old Brian Deneke was killed after being run 
over by a Cadillac driven by 17-year-old Dustin Camp dur¬ 
ing a rumble of punks vs. preps in a parking lot across the 
street from an IHOP in Amarillo, Texas. Drama Bomb City 
tracks the events leading up to Brian’s death, immersing 
viewers in the small-town milieu. What’s interesting here is 
the similarities between the “acceptable” vs. “unaccept¬ 
able” outlets for teenage male aggression - although the 
punks are jovial and inclusive while the jocks bully and 
berate each other - but there’s nothing more diametrically 
opposed than the treatment each group receives from the 


local law enforcement. The film’s message, which it wields 
like a war chain, is a timeless one: Don’t be such a dick 
to people because they look different from you. We all live 
in Bomb City: One stray match and the whole thing will 
explode.

A Gothic romance with intentional shades 
of du Maurier’s Rebecca, Phantom Thread is Anderson’s 
most playful and most kinky movie to date - a Molotov 
cocktail gift-wrapped in taffeta and lace. It is also, not 
paradoxically, a dead-serious exploration of the act of 
artistic creation, the essential role a romantic partner 
plays in that creation, and the toll that subordination to 
another’s craft takes.

A Nomad in Austin 


“Nothing’s been consistent in my life except my family and 
my music,” reveals Abhi Sridharan Vaidehi, the 23-year-old 
rapper/singer better known as Abhi the Nomad. “Music’s 
been the only thing I can rely on because I never know where 
I’m gonna be.” 

The son of an Indian diplomat, Vaidehi grew up in a whirl¬ 
wind of state-sponsored emigration, largely growing up in 
China, India, and the Fiji islands, before attending college in 
Southern California. Much of his last year was spent in Lille, 
France, prior to copping a new student visa and moving to 
Austin in August. 

“There’s a whole culture of young people out there in the 
same situation,” he explains in a voice betraying no detect¬ 
able accent. “They call them ‘third-culture kids,’ born in their 
home country, but living that expatriate life where they’re in 
other nations most of their lives. There’s pain in leaving plac¬ 
es where you built ties, but then you numb yourself to that 
and become really good at adapting.” 

The most remarkable facet of his own cultural adaptation 
is a prowess in the American-born art form of hip-hop. Since 
2014, he’s released an impressive run of tracks melding witty, 
passionate bars with inspired pop that ultimately fall into a 
category with Childish Gambino and Chance the Rapper. 
His flow’s agile and modern, but what sets ATN’s material 
apart is his gift for writing outstanding hooks. The singer/gui¬ 
tarist could be selling choruses to pop stars if he so desired. 

This month signaled the release of new album Marbled on 
genre staple Tommy Boy Entertainment. It’s an emotionally 


heavy album centered around making difficult per¬ 
sonal changes while finding acceptance. 

“I created my own definition of the word ‘mar¬ 
bled,’” he explains of the 12-track set he recorded 
while getting sober. “Being marbled is having your 
stripes, your flaws, but carrying them with you, grow¬ 
ing beyond regrets, and coming to accept that you 
have to move forward to become less marbled.” 

No rapper in Austin is getting streamed more 
than Abhi the Nomad. Silky single “Sex n’ Drugs” 
already pushes an extraordinary 2.4 million plays 
on Spotify. Still, Vaidehi freely admits his “internet 
clout” doesn’t change the fact that he’s starting 
from the bottom on the local scene - a familiar 
feeling for a nomad. 

Last Friday dropped a South by Southwest 
warm-up of sorts via his first Austin show, a late- 
night performance at Eastside lounge Dozen i 

Street. Fifty people showed, many of whom - to the = 
rapper’s surprise - knew his lyrics. The new townie g 
showcased disarming wit, a great voice, and charis- | 
matic stage presence, all of which covered up for a £ 
few lyrical lapses. A line from “Mama Bling,” about | 
eschewing materialism for soulfulness, captured his 
essence: “Tell me where the music we can feel to? 

Where the groove we could love, hate, cry, and relate to?”

WILSON MARKS MAKES HIS MARK 


Some know Wilson Marks as an 
elementary school music teacher, 
others may regard him as a jazz job¬ 
ber, but his sophomore studio album 
Peregrine, feted Saturday at the 
Cactus Cafe, proves he’s a songwrit¬ 
er’s songwriter. Playfully prodding the 
human condition through an idiosyn¬ 
cratic pop ingrained with folk and NOLA 
jazz instincts, the singer/guitarist/pia¬ 
nist tosses off tunes with that magic 
mixture of simplicity and gravity. 

“First man who whistled musta 
thought he caught a bird inside his 
mouth and the first one to find love, he 
must have smiled as his north became 


south,” sings Marks with 
Cat Stevens-like charm on 
“First and Last.” 

“It’s basically about try¬ 
ing to be comfortable in 
your own skin,” he offers 
of the 13-track effort that 
will arouse fans of Randy 
Newman and early Tom 
Waits. “There’s a little about mortality 
and a little bit on love, too.” 

Another gem, “Odd Fellow’s Rest,” 
addresses both aforementioned mile¬ 
stones: “Your name will be forgotten 
as the ones who came before you, so 
find someone, kiss their brain, and 


run from those who 
bore you.” 

One definition of 
peregrine - “Foreign; 
alien; coming from 
abroad” - speaks to 
the arrival of one of 
Austin’s finest little- 
known troubadours, 
while also conjuring images of falcons. 
That’s funny considering the album cover 
depicts a giant penguin staring down a 
man smoking a cigarette, an image he 
discovered in a box of his grandfather’s 
photography. Apparently, capturing life’s 
strange moments runs in the family.

Whip In’s International Soul Music 

People who hang out at Whip In want flavor. They drink 
hoppy IPAs and sour wheat beers. They munch spicy samo- 
sas and red curries. 

No surprise, then, that there was nothing bland happen¬ 
ing onstage last Sunday night at the 1950 S. 1-35 frontage 
road mainstay. Local percussion all-star Brannen Temple 
was feeling experimental, so he brought a rummage sale 
worth of gear that took up half the bandstand. While he alter¬ 
nated between an expanded drum kit and electronic sample 
pads, Nick Clark slid around the upright bass and Daniel 
Robinson blew freely on an electronic wind synthesizer, the 
trio bushwhacking territory between jazz and eclectic groove 
music to an attentive crowd. 

Following a year in which the musical program at Whip In 
was unusually shaky and inconsistent due to in-flux owner¬ 
ship and management, its calendar has come together 
with vision in recent months. Harold McMillan, founder of 
multicultural nonprofit promotions entity DiverseArts and 
presenter of Kenny Dorham’s Backyard, took over booking 
in November and now slots music six nights a week. He also 
restored the venue’s dormant Outdoor Music Venue permit. 

McMillan describes his scope of programming as “inter¬ 
national soul music,” a purview as diverse as the menu that 
includes Brazilian and Colombian styles, Turkish jazz, Indian 
Romani, American blues, and jazz - the latter two combined by 
resident act BlueJazz, which turns on the mind-blowing union 
of guitarist Denny Freeman and drummer George Rains. 

“That stage is not for ‘I want to be a rock & roll star’ 
bands,” McMillan notes. “We want to have all first-call guys 
and girls who are excellent musicians.”

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Feels Like the 
First Time 

The 36th annual Austin Music Awards 
mark a number of debuts

The inaugural decision executed for 
this year’s celebration of local music 
pivoted on homegrown hip-hop. 


A genda item No. 1 for the 2017/2018 
Austin Music Awards Show hinged 
on a landmark first for the 36-year- 
old local music prom. Not the implemen¬ 
tation of two distinct rounds of AMA bal¬ 
loting, which produced the most diverse 
class of winners ever. Nor even separating 
the show from the conference staged by 
its co-producer South by Southwest for 
the first time in the history of the two enti¬ 
ties’ coexistence. 

No, the inaugural decision executed for 
this year’s celebration of local music piv¬ 
oted on homegrown hip-hop. Past years 
peppered in appearances from top-tier 
native MCs, but a full set celebrating 
Austin rap, though conceived over the past 
three years, suddenly came due. Perfectly 
synchronous to this “it” moment proved 
the KUTX playlist. 

Enter a tribe called Third Root, who 
dropped knowledge on last year’s third LP, 
Libertad (see “Trill Pedagogy,” Feb. 2). The 
dynamic trio of DJ Chicken George, Easy 
Lee, and MexStep teamed with iiberpro- 
ducer Adrian Quesada to deliver an enlight¬ 
ened treatise that’s as much a “Reflection of 
the Times” as a barrage of “Bullets for the 
Truth.” High rotation “Kawhi” got the fee- 
lin’, all right. 

Cutting cultures and bending borders 
in a fusion of Latin rhythms and jazz 
funk, Third Root flows an urgent vision of 
the woke revolution. Bavu Blakes, Riders 
Against the Storm, Vocab, Reggie Coby, 
Da’Shade Moonbeam, and Trizzol (fea¬ 
tured on “Kawhi”) all assume their place 
at the AMA mic, drawing the line from the 
capital city’s underrated hip-hop legacy to 
the rising force of its future. Consider it 
both a culmination and inauguration, 
because every initiation is written with 
a prelude. 

Jimmy LaFave understood preludes. No 
one stripped more emotion from a familiar 
song, revealing new nuances in the words 
of his songwriting heroes, while becoming 
one in his own right. His final bow last May 
at the Paramount Theatre sets level to 
Austin legend (see “Not Dark Yet,” May 12, 
2017). Oklahoma song agronomist and hon¬ 
orary local John Fullbright makes for 
something of a musical mirror image to 
Okie-braised Texan LaFave, and when 
teamed with local heartbreak balladeer 
Michael Fracas so in a tribute to the late 
Guthrie/Dylan acolyte, AMA attendees best 
pack a hankie. 

LaFave’s 1994 breakout Highway Trance 
rings a timeless call, an echo answered by 
the troubadours consummating the 
“Borderless Love” showcase. Nicknamed 
for a Flatlanders song, the show segment 
aligns Phoebe Hunt, David Ramirez, and 
Adam Torres, all of whom couldn’t be more 
different as songwriters. What unites them, 
sustains them, is an endless search to find 
beauty in the farthest reaches of the world, 
the soul, memory. 

Former Belleville Outfit violin virtuoso 
Hunt found transcendence on last year’s 
Shanti’s Shadow (see “Avoiding the 
Sophomore Slump,” Aug. 4, 2017). From 
meditative retreats in India to Brooklyn 


sidewalks, she crafted a world Americana 
that defied genre in its pursuit of the univer¬ 
sal chord. Likewise, Torres’ otherworldly 
falsetto on 2016 sophomore full-length Pearls 
to Swine revealed stunning depth in his 
high lonesome Appalachian yearning, want¬ 
ing and full of wonder (see “Voices From the 
Top of the Mountain,” July 14, 2017). 

Ramirez’s road-worn Fables found break¬ 
out fulfillment with last year’s We’re Not 


Going Anywhere (“Texas Platters,” Oct. 27, 
2017), an empathetic exploration of the dis¬ 
tances between cultures, technologies, rela¬ 
tionships, and history. His remarkable 
songs give no answers, but they graph a 
new atlas amid his cartography of doubt 
(“Playback,” Sept. 8, 2017). 

Lord of the Highway and AMA Hall of 
Famer Joe Ely made a bonfire of his road 
maps, a spark famously lit when he picked 



up a record-packing hitchhiker named 
Townes Van Zandt. Only appropriate, then, 
that Ely follows fellow West Texas icono¬ 
clast Terry Allen in receiving the second 
Townes Van Zandt songwriting award, cel¬ 
ebrating a half-century of carving his own 
distinct brand of Texas-twanged rock & 
roll. Songwriting mavericks John Hiatt 
and Alejandro Escovedo fete the 
Panhandle Rambler. 

Hotelier Liz Lambert also gets honored, 
receiving the Margaret Moser Award. Like 
the Patron Saint of the Austin Music 
Awards, who passed away last year, Lambert 
fearlessly defies convention and creates her 
own scene wherever she goes. From the 
Marfa oasis El Cosmico to Austin rockstar 
haven St. Cecilia, Lambert reps the Texas 
state capital through music patronage, cul¬ 
ture, and comfort. 

Laws of physics demand that honoring a 
force as powerful as Lambert requires an 
equally powerful force in return. Lucinda 
Williams fits the bill, making her fifth mark 
on the Austin Music Awards. Long past are 
the days of Williams busking on the Drag, 
yet the Americana pioneer never shies from 
hard realities and emotion, her gritty and 
direct songwriting cutting to the essence of 
where the spirit meets the bone (see “Moon- 
Shaped Panties & the Saint of White Trash,” 
Oct. 23, 1998). 

David Garza lends his indelible, eclectic 
rhythms to the dance as well (see “This 
Euphoria,” Jan. 23, 2009), setting the stage 
for this year’s special guest. Last year’s 
AMA show tilted into a blistering set from 
Chrissie Hynde, and this year ups the ante 
even more with an artist that could sell out 
the Moody Theater on their own. 

Closing the show belongs to the Black 
Angels, who a decade ago dropped a bomb 
in a red barn off Burnet Road with their 
inaugural Austin Psych Fest (“I See Dead 
People,” May 9, 2008). Now their Levitation 
fest is a global brand and has re-centered 
River City here as ground zero for psych. 
Last year’s fifth LP from the septet, Death 
Song , hypnotized behind throbbing 
rhythms and scared riffs. 

If Third Root leads the 2017/2018 Austin 
Music Awards with determined enlighten¬ 
ment amid turbulent times, the Black 
Angels end the night in a shattering, 
darkened pulse and searing indictment. 
Tying the entire diverse production 
together, Austin music MVP Charlie 
Sexton returns to lead the all-star Mayor’s 
House Band, featuring Michael Ramos, 
John Michael Schoepf, and Conrad 
Choucroun. KUTX hosts Laurie Gallardo 
and Rick “Daddy” McNulty keep the four- 
hour show tracking. 

The Austin Music Awards always sought, 
first and foremost, to document the local 
scene, connecting the city’s musical legacy 
through all its eras. For its 36th year, the 
show returns to its premier, singular status 
- putting Austin music FIRST. ■

Telecaster sovereign Sue Foley circles back to Austin

A maple Telecaster with multicolored paisley, Sue Foley’s signature guitar bears splin¬ 
tered chips of pink that give way to the wood underneath. 

“I’ve had that guitar since 1989,” she nods. 

A year later in 1990, upon Clifford Antone’s invitation, the Northerner touched down in 
Austin, helping usher in a new era of torchbearers for the blues city reeling from the death 
of Stevie Ray Vaughan and the end of Jimmie Vaughan’s reign in the Fabulous 
Thunderbirds. Foley quickly proved her mettle with 1992 debut Young Girl Blues and the 
breakout Big City Blues in 1995, joining the ranks of blues royalty like Barbara Lynn and 
Marcia Ball on the Antone’s label. 

After eight years, Foley moved back to her native Canada. Recording multiple albums 
including Love Cornin’ Down (2000) and New Used Car (2006), she also became a mother, a 
professor at Catawba College in North Carolina, and began long-term book project Guitar 
Woman on the history of women guitarists. Austin, meanwhile, suffered the sudden 
demise of Clifford Antone in 2006 and a decline in blues that culminated with the two-year 
shuttering of his nightclub in 2014. 

Now Foley, 50 next month, comes full circle as she makes plans to move back to Austin 
and drops newest album The Ice Queen. Accompanied by heavyweight Texans Jimmie 
Vaughan, Billy Gibbons, and Charlie Sexton, she cries blues laments (“The Ice Queen”), 
brassy R&B (“If I Have Forsaken You”), and flamenco (“The Dance”). 


Austin Chronicle : In 2015, you had a group 
of songs when you moved hack to Canada 
from North Carolina. Why record them in 
Austin? 

Sue Foley: Just kind of a fluke. I was in 
limbo as far as what I wanted to do back to 
Canada. Then randomly, Mike [Flanigin] 
contacted me. We were friends 25 years ago 
and came from the same social group at 
Antone’s. We were all of Clifford’s kids. 
Mike told me about how Antone’s opened 
again [in 2016] and how I should come back 
and play. I was surprised, and I looked him 
up just to see what he was up to. 

I found out he put out this album The 
Drifter, and I really dug 
it. I missed this whole 
block of time where he 
became a virtuoso on 
the B-3 organ [see “The 
Drifter,” Aug. 14, 2015]. 

I told him great job on 
the album and he said, 

“What are you up to? 

You should come back 
to Austin.” I told him I’d been writing 
songs and I played him some, and he said I 
should come to Austin to record them. I 
realized then that I hadn’t made a solo 
album in over a decade and it just seemed 
right to go back. 

AC: So you returned. 

SF: I missed it a lot. I believe people in 
Austin really take things for granted, and I 
want to put that on record. There’s a sound 
and a history here that’s not anywhere else. 
I played and toured in Canada, but I got a 
specific kind of training and playing that’s 
only done here. 

AC: How did it feel becoming integral to the 
blues scene of Nineties Austin? 

SF: Cinderella. I came from Canada, which 
in the blues world is essentially nowhere. 
And being female, I was a cat among dogs. 
Albert Collins was one of the guys that blew 
me away more than anybody though. That’s 


another play on the title The Ice Queen. I 
play a Tele and so did Albert, who was 
called the Iceman. I always associate the 
Telecaster with him. 

AC: The shape of a Tele is my favorite. 

SF: It’s a really good shape for women. Strats 
feel huge for my small body. At my height, 
forget it. It’s like more guitar than me. 

AC: On your first weekend in Austin, 
Clifford Antone put you up onstage with the 
Iceman. 

SF: Clifford would do this thing every night 
that when the show ended he’d look at 
everyone who was there and tell them to get 
up onstage. He would not shut the bar down 
for anybody’s business. 

If the show finished at 
quarter to 2, he’d be 
like, “Who’s here? Sue, 
Doyle Bramhall, get up z 
there and play.” He’d 2 
get up with his bass 1 
and we’d play as long as > 
the crowd was there. § 
That night, Albert 
Collins taught me how to shoot dice. I was 
like 21. That was actually cooler than sitting 
in with him. Imagine that, I had like $20 
and he took it from me. He was like, “Don’t 
you dice with the master.” 

AC: How did you hear about Austin initially? 
SF: I saw an Antone’s roadshow come 
through Vancouver with Angela Strehli, 
George Rains, Denny Freeman, and Chicago 
blues from Jimmy Rogers, Buddy Guy, and 
James Cotton. I was like, “I have to go see 
what’s happening in Austin.” I knew the 
T-birds and Stevie Ray was huge too, but 
there was this other scene that was mythi¬ 
cal. I was a young little Canadian dork. 
Nobody gave a crap about me. 

AC: So you went from a Canadian dork 
to shooting dice with Albert Collins in no 
time flat. 

SF: Not to sound corny, but it was meant to 
be. I wished it so hard and I loved it so

much that it came true. After Angela told 
Clifford about me, I ran into Clifford and he 
told me to send him some stuff. Then I got 
off the road after touring a year straight 
and took some time off on the coast of 
Vancouver. A week later Clifford called, 
“Hey what are you doing?” I was like, 
“Nothing.” He said, “You want to come to 
Austin?” and of course I said yeah. He says, 
“When?” and I said, “Tomorrow.” We always 
laughed about that. 

AC: On Big City Blues, you sounded so in 
your element. 

SF: I just enjoyed playing guitar. I could 
shut people down with it more than I could 
with my voice. It’s power and it’s fantastic. 
Playing electric guitar is fucking awesome, 
and that’s why more women are doing it. 
AC: You’ve interviewed all these Guitar 
Women for your book. What do women offer 
to guitar that men don’t? 


SF: If I play with all women, I notice a com¬ 
plete difference, like maybe a little bit more 
receptiveness. It’s scientifically proven 
women hear better. I was reading books 
about gender, trying to find a common 
thread for Guitar Woman. I interviewed so 
many people, from different cultures, ages, 
styles of music, and types of women, too: 
gay, straight, old, young, married, unmar¬ 
ried, mothers, or childless. I couldn’t quite 
find a thread except that we were all female. 
It was hard, but I know that when I play 
with women, they’re a little more support¬ 
ive and less aggressive and competitive. 

With a guy, you go up against them, and I 
don’t mind it. I like to do that, too. I don’t 
mind being aggressive or competitive. But I 
play with wonderful women musicians like 
Carolyn Wonderland and Cindy Cashdollar. 
They’d do a rippin’ solo and they’d look at 
me like, “All right, your turn,” and I’m like,

SUE FOLEY 

The Ice Queen (Stony Plain) 

Sue Foley’s stinging blues always turned heads, 
most notably Clifford Antone’s, who enticed the 
Ottawa songwriter down to Austin in the Nineties. 

The guitarist digs deep into those roots on The Ice 
Queen, assembling a cadre of A-list local licks that 
include her annual Jungle Show bandmates Jimmie 
Vaughan, Charlie Sexton, Mike Flanigin, Chris Layton, 
and the jungle maestro himself, li’l ol’ Billy Gibbons. 

Foley’s 11th album thus delivers a stylistic master 
class of her genre, leaning in easy on opener “Come 
to Me” and shifting gears with the dark bruise of 
“81.” The ZZ Top frontman’s vocal grit pairs perfectly 
against Foley’s sharp bite on “Fool’s Gold,” but the 
duets pale in comparison to her stunning vocals on soul render “If I Have Forsaken You,” romp¬ 
ing ragtime “Send Me to the ’Lectric Chair,” bittersweet sway “Death of a Dream,” and the title 
track’s traditional cold blues punch. The Ice Queen is on fire.

“Ah man, I have to do that, too.” At the end 
of it all they’re like, “You sounded great too!” 
It didn’t feel like, “I’m gonna cut your ass.” 
AC: You’re not flashy in your soloing. With 
Stevie Ray, there’s this flourish, hut on the 
other side of the blues, there’s rhythm and 
pulling hack. 

SF: I love Stevie Ray, but Jimmie was just 
the dude. Jimmie is just the man of pulling 
back, and not showing all your cards, and 
not giving it all away. In fact, like maybe 
don’t give it away at all. He’s so enigmatic. 
I watched Jimmie so many times and it felt 
like his philosophy. And everyone in the 
world reveres Jimmie Vaughan. My 
approach has stemmed from watching peo¬ 
ple like him. 

AC: When did you first see him play? 

SF: I saw the T-birds in Canada when I was 
15, and I don’t think I was the same ever 
since. I saw Jimmie Vaughan, Albert Collins, 
Lou Ann Barton, and Angela Strehli in the 
formative years of my life when I really 
needed it. I hate to focus on people in just 
Austin, but it’s true when I say you can’t 
find anything in Austin anywhere else. 
That’s what I mean by taking Austin for 
granted. You can see Jimmie Vaughan 
almost every weekend at C-Boy’s for $15. 
Nowadays, that’s the cost for a smoothie, 
but I’d rather see Jimmie Vaughan. This is 
a gift, and he was huge for us and the city. 
AC: Jimmie duets with you on the new 
album via “The Lucky Ones,” which remind¬ 
ed me that some people who were in Austin 
in the Nineties aren’t here anymore. 

SF: Jimmie was able to get into that song 
right away. The words I wrote, “Walking 
through the flames and we’re still stand¬ 
ing,” when he heard them he was like, 
“Yeah, I want to sing that line.” I think it 
resonated with him. The beat sounds happy, 
but it can also be bittersweet about we’re 
still here. We’re still going and we’re still 
lucky to do this. 

And yet, it’s actually written about me 
and Mike Flanigin, because Mike and I felt 
that even though we drifted apart for a 
while, our lives ran parallel to each other. 
He had been through a divorce and wrote 


The Drifter, and I was in this situation 
where I went through a huge breakup and 
now I’m making The Ice Queen. We were 
talking about how lucky we were to still be 
playing. Mike brought Jimmie into singing 
it with me. It also has a little to do with the 
fact that we’re both Irish and the shamrock, 
so we’re the lucky ones. 

AC: The title track seems to he about this 
badass, but it’s a really sad song. 

SF: Yeah, it’s a sad song. It’s about someone 
who got their heart broken and can’t relate 
to the world or intimacy anymore. I mean 
who doesn’t experience that? A lot of people 
judge bitchy women and they’ll say, “She’s 
a fucking ice queen,” but what is it that cut 
them off and what’s that story? I know a lot 
of women that vibe on that song because 
women my age have been through some 
shit. So I think that’s where you have to be 
compassionate, because they could possibly 
be really sweet inside. 

AC: You nabbed Billy Gibbons for “Fool’s 
Gold.” What’s it like working with him in 
addition to joining his annual Jungle Show 
at Antone’s? 

SF: What a dream come true that was and 
what an incredible musician. Mike was 
working with Jimmie and Billy, so he 
brought them into the fold. Like how I 
lucked my way into coming back to Austin, 
I lucked my way into the Jungle Show. Billy 
needed an extra vocalist and I just hap¬ 
pened to be like, “Hey, I’m here! I’m all 
right, I’m good!” So we hung out with Billy 
and then started doing the record right 
after the Jungle Show last year. Billy heard 
about it and knew that Mike was doing it, so 
he wanted to get on board. 

AC: You close The Ice Queen with the Carter 
Family’s “Cannonball Blues.” Why that song? 
SF: We were just cutting tunes and I was 
doing some acoustic songs. I had that take 
of “Cannonball,” and I was just screwing 
around. I love Maybelle Carter. I think she’s 
the most influential woman guitar player 
ever. Her scope is massive, and that’s not to 
say anything about Rosetta Tharpe or 
Memphis Minnie. Actually, Memphis 
Minnie is my favorite guitar player. ■

Since the 2014 retirement of Austin 
Music Awards doyenne Margaret Moser 
(1954-2017), the Texas state capital’s 
version of the Grammys perfected the mash-up. 2015 Returned to Austin 
High (Gary Clark Jr., Shakey Graves, Suzanna Choffel, etc.), proclaimed 
Viva la Diva (Gina Chavez, Tameca Jones, Sunny Sweeney, etc.), and 
staged an Ian McLagan Tribute (Patty Griffin, Alejandro Escovedo, et al.). 
2016 then spun off a fiddle duel from Alvin Crow, Jason Roberts, Carrie 
Rodriguez, and more, evoked Freaks & Geeks by pitting the Golden Dawn 
Arkestra against Mother Falcon, and tuned in Twine Time with Jimmie 
Vaughan, C.J. Chenier, and Robert Plant, among others. Last year’s Terry 
Allen and Blaze Foley tributes ruled the roost. 

The 2017/2018 AMAs upend that narrative with single artist sets. 

Lucinda Williams, the Black Angels, and ATX’s new Tribe Called 
Quest equivalent Third Root all promise to unload both barrels in their 
close-ups. Journeymen Magi John Hiatt and Alejandro Escovedo induct 
Joe Ely, while Okie song sage John Fullbright and male siren Michael 
Fracasso summon tears for Jimmy LaFave, but the show’s conceptional 
set piece boils down to a single segment. Title borrowed from Ely’s 
Flatlanders, Borderless Love umbrellas native spirit Adam Torres, song 
stiller David Ramirez, and fiddle muse Phoebe Hunt. 

AND ... the annual “special guest” doubles the draw of 2017’s 
Chrissie Hynde at half the age. - Raoul Hernandez

Now 15, Chris Cogburn’s No Idea Festival 
epitomizes improvisation. Hosted again at the 
Museum of Human Achievement, with weekend 
matinees off-site, the international gathering 
emphasizes collaboration between performers 
from different practices. 

Thursday kicks off with a solo set from Kansas 
City drummer Marshall Trammell, before three 
sets by collectives: Dallas vocalist Liz Tonne, 
Tokyo guitarist Tetuzi Akiyama, and Austin electronics and light manipulator Sean 
O’Neill. They’re followed by Vienna synthesist Thomas Lehn, Boston bassist Damon 
Smith, Hamburg trumpeter/radio artist Birgit Ulher and percussionist Cogburn, and 
concluded by Cologne laptop composer Marcus Schmickler, Mexico City electronics 
guru Juanjose Rivas, and Philadelphia soprano saxist/No Idea vet Bhob Rainey. 

Friday pairs Baltimore drummer Greg Saunier and local singer/organist 
Raquel Bell, succeeded by the meeting of Lehn and Schmickler, a solo set 
by Melbourne cellist Judith Hamann, and a trio of Tokyo saxophonist Akira 
Sakata, Smith, and Young Mothers drummer Stefan Gonzalez. The evening 
ends with the biggest ensemble of the test: Cogburn, Rainey, Tonne, Mexico City 
bassist Juan Garcia, and Baltimore electronics wizard Bonnie Jones. 

Saturday spreads across two venues. Cloud Tree Studios & Gallery features 
afternoon sets by Hamann, Jones, and Ulher, plus Rainey’s experimental piece 
“Canopy of Catastrophes” and Akiyama. The action moves back to MoHA for 
Vancouver electronics/images fusion -/dashes, a duo of Sakata and Trammell, 
and trios consisting of Jones, Garcia, and Akiyama, and Garcia, Saunier, and 
Rivas. Sakata and Trammell also play a special outdoor show at the entrance 
of Dragonfly House on Sunday. 

This year’s festival also presents sound artist John Brennan’s installation The
